Scientific theory has advanced divergent cosmology from that of 
Christian creation beliefs and cosmology since Darwin's publication of 
'The Origin of the Species'. Advances in astronomy and physics have 


reinforced the divergence. I will examine select physical cosmology and 
theology parameters concerning creation, being and eschatology to make 
the point that there is reason to view the scientific material as supportive 
of convergence with Biblical parameters of God and His relation to the 
Universe. 

God is not tricking the people of the world with the apparent structure of 
natural history. Theologians do not need to take a counter-thesis of denial 
approach to modern natural history. Instead they may find the fault is in 
themselves rather than in the stars or the Bible. 

Omniscience may be required for proper design of species evolution. If 
one configures an evolutionary system to generate a targeted product in a 
very complex ecosystem with innumerable variables, the likelihood of 
system errors deforming the system to bring system failure to evolve the 
desired product are great. Omniscience is required to design the evolving 
system such that it is pre-determined to create the proper product at the 
right moment. 

One might regard the evolution of human life through heterosexual 
events as an archetypal example of creation through omniscient 
configuration of evolution. In my opinion, when mankind was created and 
God rested, the designed evolution era ceased and human intelligence 
became capable of deforming the functioning patterns through genetic 
redesign and sundry forms of sin for-itself and for-others. 

Consider one point; of all the proto-human species that existed the 
challenges of designing the ecosphere such that just one species would 
emerge to dominate are incalculable except for omniscience. Democrats 
today believe that evolution has no design, or had none in the era in 
which God created the Universe from emergence in His will to the solar 
system and let it become peopled before bringing the era of Adamas and 
Edith to fruition, hence its o.k. to sin and miss the mark of evolving human 
function and conditional health (everyone is spiritual dead unless reborn 
with faith in the Lord Jesus Christ). 

Belief in God and the truth of Biblical creation parameters are not 
logically antipathetic to evolution cosmology. Convergence of scientific 
and Biblical cosmology and eschatology parameters is warranted and 
supportable with scripture. Scientists don't study theology generally, and 
Christian fundamentalists still use an ancient Genesis hermeneutic 
consistent with science of the 10 th century B.C. 

About the Westminster Standards 

The Westminster Standards were assembled beginning in 1643 under 
the Presbyterian-Puritans that dominated Long Parliament during the 
English Civil War. Cromwell eventually rose to power and forced out the 
Presbyterians. One history comments that Cromwell favored 
independence, and Gill for example also appeared to favor 


Congregationalism rather than Presbyterianism that some theologians 
believe is not a valid church office-that is, it is out of compliance with first 
century Christian ecclesiastical intent. 

In 1660 the monarchy was restored. Episcopacy and subscription to it 
was required for pastors. Thomas Watson and perhaps Baxter continued 
being banned from pubic preaching I would think. There was an 
Indulgence in 1672 that let non-conformist ministers return to public work. 

Old Testament Salvation 

Before the worldly birth of the Lord, what did people do for salvation and 
eternal life? I wonder if one can make an inference from Adam and Eve- who 
seemed not to have experienced time in the garden- that souls were meant 
to be eternal, yet of course bungled it from the start. The proto-evangelium 
indicates a plan for correction and reconciliation eventually. Obeying the laws 
of God were required, yet no one could satisfy the condition, so a new 
covenant was made. I believe that if Jews could have lived by the law they 
would have been fine with God. So I believe that people like Isaiah and 
Hosea were saved though the majority wasn't. 

Philo of Alexandria was an interesting philosopher who was influenced by 
the Kabbalah about the time the 70 were translating the Septuagint in 
Alexandria Egypt. He has all sort of mentions of various heavens- rather 
comparable in some ways to Pierre Teilhard de Chardin. I try not to get 
caught up much in metaphysics for cosmology regarding heaven and where 
it is- after all Einsteinian general relativity illustrates the problems with that. I 
would say something like- it is with God rather than it is 1000 miles east and 
2000 up. People have pointed out several examples of people that went unto 
God (i.e. Noah, Enoch) and I believe that sort of thing indicates that God has 
given them eternal life. Back in the day those people weren't very much into 
abstract spatio-temporal concepts. I believe that since God is eternal souls 
are too. The fall of mankind resulted in them being downloaded into the 
temporal world in order to contain them because they were full of sin- missing 
the mark of obedience to the will of God. The temporal world has 
thermodynamics and entropy. God makes those things and Universe as a 
subset of a meta-set I suppose. Temporality is not forever. 


A Crucible: Contrasting the Word of God with 
Empirical Observations 

II Timothy-3: 6 “All scripture is given by inspiration of God, and is 
profitable for doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for instruction in 
righteousness: 

17 That the man of God may be perfect, throughly furnished unto all 
good works. ” 

Genesis 3:22 f And the LORD God said, Behold, the man is become as 


one of us, to know good and evil: and now, lest he put forth his hand, and 
take also of the tree of life, and eat, and live for ever: 23 Therefore the 
LORD God sent him forth from the garden of Eden, to till the ground from 
whence he was taken. ” 

Numerous verses of the Bible on what may be viewed as having 
cosmological relevance can be interpreted without logically, necessarily, 
standing in contradiction to contemporary empirical scientific insights and 
observations of ancient ideas regarding cosmology that have been 
associated with scriptural values. Some people sought to use the Bible as 
a scientific text for explaining otherwise unexplained cosmological 
phenomena. 

Treating the Bible as a scientific text wasn't itself given as an instruction 
in the Bible. Where the Bible does mention or refer to empirical 
structures it does so in ways such that the reference object paradigm may 
be visualized with numerous different paradigmata contingent upon the 
state of learning of the reader. 

The way some traditionalists interpret select reference object paradigms 
in scripture may be more in conflict with Biblical meaning than select 
misinterpretations of contemporary science. 

I am not preaching to the choir. I will examine the depth and limits of 
temporal human knowledge and show that it does not controvert nor 
transcend sacred scripture and the veracity of its physical paradigms. I 
write with the belief that any intelligent reader, even the lost, could agree 
that the observable Universe is God's creation, or the lesser proposition 
that nothing in the observable Universe precludes God's having created it. 

For many, faith in God and the Lord Jesus Christ have been shaken by 
scientific development, technology and theory. So much so that 
government seems to encourage 'change' to move beyond Christian 
thought. In this thesis I will show that contemporary science, cosmology 
and evolution have not controverted the truth of the Holy Bible. 

Conversely modern physics and quantum cosmology theory provide 
advanced theoretical points of support for theological opinion concerning 
the nature of God and the reality of His method for reconciliation of the 
elect unto His will. Christology of John and the Logos exemplify the 
Universal and transcending ideas of the Apostles about Jesus Christ and 
God that may be juxtaposed with pre-Big Bang cosmological speculation 
about a timeless state before time and light were issued 1 in an expanding 
Universe that grew like a great tree with many branches for all manner of

things to live in. 2 

The Lord Jesus Christ did not necessarily mean everything he said 
literally. That is he spoke in parables and used figures of speech. 
Consider not only lilies, regard the use of the word mountain in Mark 
11:23 where it may be taken to be metaphor “23 For verily I say unto you, 
That whosoever shall say unto this mountain, Be thou removed, and be 
thou cast into the sea; and shall not doubt in his heart, but shall believe 
that those things which he saith shall come to pass; he shall have 
whatsoever he saith.” 

Mountains may be regarded as large spiritual issues the Christian is 
challenged to overcome. Rather than taking the meaning of mountain 
literally, as if Mt. Everest could to be cast into the Indian ocean, it may be 
interpreted as descriptive of social and spiritual challenges from small to 
the largest often within the Christian. 

That criterion is interesting to the philosophical that are interested in 
epistemology-the theory of knowledge. That field advanced quite a lot in 
the 20th century. Empiricism was surpassed by Quine 3 , Strawson and 
various analytic philosophers, yet existentialism and the problem of self¬ 
verifying knowledge that is expressed in the problem of solipsism 
persisted, and had a counterpart in the division of knowledge into 
categories of internal and external, or intentional and existential, that 
hadn't been addressed sharply enough by empiricism. The origins of the 
epistemological criterion was in Kant’s Critique of Pure Reason 4 . 

Jesus Christ said in effect that epistemological and content of 
consciousness issues of whatever size may be overcome with faith. As 
the Christian is joined to the primary monistic field or kingdom of God 
through the grace of the Lord Jesus, it follows that subjective spiritual or 
psychological problems are eclipsed, as well as the power or significance 
of temporal problematic material objects, with faith in the primary monistic 
field Creator. The contingent field problems fade away, or are perhaps, 
vacated. 

Christians may interpret cosmological end times events from different

perspectives depending upon what sort of hermeneutic they use. Pre- 
tribulationists 5 may interpret John's Revelation symbolism differently that 
post-tribulationists. One can in turn interpret symbolism of the Revelation 
differently even within a pre-trib hermeneutic. J. Vernon McGee 
commented in a radio lecture that this is the age of the church of Smyrna 
when he was commenting on the Revelation. Post-tribulationists aka 
post-millennialists would find that off nearly two thousand years more or 
less if taken literally. Yet McGee may have meant that people of the day 
behave like the people of the church of Smyrna. In that case the 
description is appropriate diagnostically for today as well as in John's day. 

In this book I consider Biblical meanings for eschatology from pre-trib 
and post-trib paradigms and extrapolate even farther within those 
traditions in addition to considering what end times referent terms mean 
within a scientific point of view. 

Darwinism 6 lies in opposition to a veritable pre-Newtonian science 
paradigm used by Christian fundamentalists for interpreting the book of 
Genesis. Biology isn’t physics of course, and creation content of Genesis 
is not limited to biology. It is useful to say that words are representational 
and that actual historical physical cosmology and its mechanics were 
different from the words describing the creative acts of Genesis. The 
words are abstract and can be interpreted with the understanding of idiots 
or geniuses in their own way. 

It is difficult for a human being to imagine a God so great as to 
understand every thought of every human being alive and to pre-know the 
location of every quantum particle, its destiny and purpose in 
accomplishing the providence of God amidst all of the force fields that will 
ever be. It is challenging to understand how such a God who has always 
existed; before any Universe existed, can care about the lives of the 
people he has allowed to exist in His creation, yet he does. 

The Lord Jesus Christ appeared as a human in order to bring the elect 
unto eternal life with God. The Lord atoned for humanity's condition of sin; 
pervasive and original, that made all human works unacceptable, and 
paid the debt of sin for those of faith. Jesus was the perfect sacrifice unto 
God, given by God. It is difficult to understand how God cared so much 
for humanity as to sacrifice His Son, except to know that is what love is. 

There is room for speculating about how cosmological mechanics 
creating the Universe actualized in-themselves rather than as images 
inferred from verbal descriptions in Genesis. Consider that if a teenager

provided a few hundred words about how a trip to Africa was, for 
example, it might be difficult to actually get an accurate idea of what the 
teenager experienced such that one could paint a picture of it with as 
much accuracy at least as photographs would have provided. 

Was the Biblical flood local in Mesopotamia or did it cover the whole 
Earth? Did Earth not just mean 'land' or dirt in the ancient past? Does a 
flood story of water covering the land require interpretation to mean that 
the entire planet was covered under flood water? Would anyone reading 
Genesis in Solomon's court have given a thought about a round planet 
being covered with water? Would the flood story have meant that to 
Solomon? 

Scientific theories are less than concise, exhaustive, infallible records of 
the history and future of reality. Theories change with seasons of new 
understanding and are descriptions of the way physical forces are 
happening now, and of ways they may have happened in the past. A Big 
Bang may have occurred, yet alternatively membranes may have collided 
like clanging symbols sending energizing vibrations into quantum reality. 
Multiverse theory is a Universe itself of theories of creation that are 
subject to the will of Spirit to shape a Universal or Multi-Universal field in 
the beginning to a destined form. 

Divine mechanics are beyond the reach of even the most accurate 
fundamental theory a human or computer mind could create. All points in 
space-time may already exist in eternity for God. One ought not to limit 
oneself to using Dark Ages scientific interpretations for understanding 
Genesis. God is not limited to such means and methods as were 
understood by 12th century scientists or those of the 21st century. 

Post-tribulationists/aka postmillennialists 7 believe the end times events of 
the Revelation mostly occurred in the first century. I agree. Biblical 
eschatology is a field misunderstood by millions of Christians and non¬ 
believers. The Revelation mostly describes the end time of the era before 
the kingdom of God arrived through the Lord Jesus Christ. In the first 
century the destruction of Jerusalem was the penultimate chapter of the 
tribulation. It is generally a view held by preterists and post-millennialists 
and myself. Not only do secularists and scientists misunderstand critical 
portions of Genesis and the Revelation, so do millions of American 
Christians. 

The end of the Universe is thus commonly misunderstood when it is 
applied to the Revelation. The Kingdom of God is spiritual and may 
transcend the material world when or if it is God's will that it do so. When 
the church descended upon mankind as a New Jerusalem- a spiritual 
Jerusalem in that period-when the Temple of the old Jerusalem was 
destroyed, God thereafter lived in the hearts and minds of those that are

of the Lord's flock. 

Consider the nature of the kingdom of God and what it means. 
Theologians differ about it from Gentry to chiliasts; one might expect that 
it is the most deep of subjects unfathomable in some respects. Yet all are 
called and few are chosen. In a practical sense, the kingdom of God 
might be considered to be a circle at the center of which is the Lord 
calling for the people of the world to enter. Not all hear the call. Hence 
just the pre-selected that are chosen enter. 

The kingdom of God is spiritual within and without the individual. The 
divine Logos who took upon himself flesh as Jesus Christ is the way for 
humanity of the elect to enter eternal life with the Lord in the Kingdom of 
God. 

Christianity is supposed to increase to become a majority of the world- 
though it may take thousands of years. When there are few 
unregenerated souls spiritually dead remaining on Earth the Lord will then 
return. The physical fate of the Universe is somewhat of an ancillary 
curiosity for those interested in natural philosophy. Study of the cosmos is 
not an unproductive endeavor, yet it is on the same practical foundation 
as farming is, except that one may try to learn more about the spirit 
perhaps through quantum mechanical investigations of particle-waves 
and fields. Maybe one may appreciate more about what Spirit is by 
understanding what it is not, and then comprehending that Spirit sustains 
even the most basic quanta of the Universe. 

Christians will need to have rational scientific dialogue with the lost 
during the interregnum between periods of the Lord being physically 
present on Earth. Christian missions work will benefit from deep 
competence in cosmology and may find the opportunity to bring more 
souls to the Redeemer with contemporary knowledge of physical theories; 
as a turbo apologetics perhaps. 

There are several ways that a reader may interpret written symbols. In 
fact there are even emotional cues symbols give people that may 
subjectively vary in addition to experience subjectively applied to interpret 
objective symbols. Nature too has many ways that its history and nature 
may be interpreted by scientists, philosophers and mystics. 

In the course of this paper I will present contrasting ideas to explain a 
given thematic-objective object. It is hard for Christians to argue on 
technical points of quantum mechanics theory on the basis of scripture 
where nothing was written about quarks, the strong force etc. Einstein's 
Special and General Relativity theories 8 too has been confirmed to be 
factual in the way that Newton's mechanics 9 were factual though 
penultimate. There is nothing said in Genesis to confirm or rule out plural

interpretative paradigmata for six days of creation except that they seem 
to be nominal time phases prior to the creation of space-time mass. 
Energy in this particular Universe (the Bible does not say that no other 
Universes were ever made to exist) was created before the end of the 
first day -in Genesis as well as cosmic Big Bang inflation 10 theory. 
Subsequently energy neither was created nor destroyed. 

Theology, Physics, Reason and Faith 

Science, physics and evolutionary biology have not made sin OK. A lot 
of people would like to think that science has invalidated God and sin with 
empirical evidence yet it hasn't. In other words Democritus, Darwin, 
Mendel, Einstein, Dirac, Pauli, Watson, Crick, Lemaitre, Gamow, Guth 
and Everett haven't falsified the Bible and the creation of the Universe 
and life. Science and the book of Genesis are not only about apparent 
reality, they are also about unseen things that cause reality to exist. The 
narrative of each take different though non-contradictory paths in regard 
to the ultimate reality. Natural philosophy simply stops short of finding the 
spiritual truth of the Lord at the heart of reality. 

Examine those journeys of physics and theology describing mankind's 
place in existence and destiny. Natural philosophy as well as Christian 
faith work to describe the path of ultimate reality and its temporal 
exstasis * 11 of past, present and future. Through a glass darkly human 
reason and faith know in part of what that is. The languages they speak 
are different languages; one is of faith and the other is of empirical 
intellectual construction that is building to reach the ultimate foundation of 
heaven as if it were a Nimrod building the highest theoretical ziggurat 
ever seen. Each has the goal of relating to the ultimate truth. Neither can 
empirically falsify the other; God did create the same Universe in which 
each in sincerity moves to the truth. 

For countless generations mankind has wondered about the nature of 
God. Theologians, philosophers, scientists, mystics and ordinary souls 
have wondered if God is pure mind, a spirit unlike the created world and 
its contents made through some mysterious event-process, and/or if God 
has logic as an implicit element of His spiritual being. Does God have

implicit logic wherein even He must cohere? Is mathematical logic and 
logical relationships a fundamental attribute of God or the creation? Is 
mathematical logic in any way an equivalent of love, sentience or 
omniscience? 

The mathematical physicist Max Tegmark posed something of a 
challenge to theologians in his 2014 book 'Our Mathematical Universe: 
My Quest for the Ultimate Nature of Reality’’' 2 . He wrote on page 340 that; 
"creation: is of course only a meaningful notion within a spacetime". That 
view may be representative of many physicists today; people who are on 
the high ground of intellectual and/or philosophical leadership influencing 
the prevailing social Zeitgeist. 

This is a paper regarding select aspects of creation theory and 
cosmology, Genesis theology and science that seems to be developing in 
divergent philosophical paths. Convergent courses are not necessarily a 
way to a field of rich philosophical pluralism. Yet convergence may leave 
fewer lost from the straight and narrow encounter with the word of God. 
Though the social event horizon of unbelief draws too many toward 
compact gravity of eternal spiritual darkness. It is not necessary that they 
journey beyond range of intellectual communication or move beyond the 
observable horizon of faith. The intelligent may study the natural 
Universe and have faith too. 

Christians should care enough about their neighbors that are lost and 
bound for eternal hell lest they receive and believe the word of God, to 
understand and reconcile science within Christian truth. Neither approach 
to understanding the origin of the Universe requires implicit contradiction 
of the other. Each paradigm can share numerous common elements 
while there are few necessarily contradictory and exclusive points 
comprising the doctrine of either. 

One may say that Tegmark's fundamental idea is that the cosmos is 
embedded within a Level 4 Multiverse 13 and is reducible to mathematical 
structure at its fundamental level. Fine enough. I do not necessarily 
disagree with Tegmark's Math Universe Hypothesis (M.U.H.) 14 . It’s a 
reasonable way to describe the cosmological foundation of transcending 
for-itself that quantum mechanics investigates as the basis of everything. 

Tegmark has himself pointed out the point that some would stipulate that 
the pure mathematics structure describes the relationships of some 
hidden external reality perhaps confirmable through observation, while 
they would deny that the mathematical structure and its relations are the 
Universal essence itself from which all properties are built up. I would say

that the mathematical structure of a level 4 Multiverse with its complete 
state of all past, present and future spacetime describes the way that 
apparent phenomenal ideas of the Spirit of God have upsurged into 
being. The structure could itself be an illusion of structure produced as 
compounded derivatives of a hyper-dimension creating appearances of 
contingent dimensions, contingent mathematical relations and structure 
for inferential discovery. 

A single infinite hyper-dimension entailing all other dimensions as a 
complete one without physical extension may be an analogue of Spirit in 
some respects- if it has will to exist and to infuse structure with meaning. 

God is said to be the unmoved mover. God is also pure Spirit and all of 
God's creation is within God's will and infinite, omnipotent, omnipresent 
nature. Pure math may be able to describe a hypothetical external reality 
structure that exists because of the will of God as pure Spirit to exist 
throughout an eternal, static non-contingent, complete creation. It is not 
reasonable therefor to conclude that creation that is contingent being 
within spacetime hasn't meaning to contingent beings within spacetime 
nor that it is not real. 

Consider Einstein's general relativity and Kurt Godel's Incompleteness 
theorems. Kurt Godel's incompleteness theorems have many applications 
to fields besides mathematics. The characteristic feature of a set of all 
possible sets that includes itself as impossible is analogous to the 
problem of getting a finite number to define an infinite series. Einstein's 
General theory of relativity and its equations providing data describing the 
curvature of space-time and the past and future of the Universe without 
extraneous factors such as dark energy entails similar problems. Because 
the equations are made with mathematics embedded in space-time itself 
the formulas must collapse with the collapse of space-time toward the 
singularity. 

If a set of all sets inclusive of itself were possible, if G.R. could describe 
the entire Universe's history, if the principle of identity were transcended 
such that one being could view itself entirely as other yet include the 
independent view of each for-themselves, it would be a different 
Universe. It is remarkable that Kurt Godel and Albert Einstein each 
worked at the same time at Princeton University's center for theoretical 
physics. 

Could God have a fate? For the Unconditional to let himself become the 
conditional, where the non-contingent being reduced unto the Universe of 
contingencies, that was bold. That was the Lord Jesus Christ being born 
of the virgin Mary predestined to crucifixion as the perfect lamb of God 
atoning for the sins of the elect. Jesus Christ took a determinsitic spatio- 
temporal role in the steady state of a material Universe alongside his 
fellow humanity. The presence of omnipotent God filled even a contingent 
Universe of his creation. 


If G.R.'s equations had a platonic validity such that they could exist to 
describe space-time independently of the material-energy space-time 
Universe that would be great. Mathematical physicists such as Max 
Tegmark have theorized about a Mathematical Universe (M.U.T.) wherein 
purely abstract mathematics actually are the foundation of particle-waves, 
mass and energy. Yet rather than presenting a continuum of scientific 
validity narrowing into infinite reduction in singularity, G.R. may itself be a 
phenomenon of the space-time in which it is embedded that terminates at 
a select scale of reduction, maybe where the first appearance of a 
dimension entity in nothingness occurs and time itself vanishes. 

Biblical creation is as meaningful a parameter as is Big Bang theory 
creation of a Universe that grows like a metaphorical tree of life as one of 
the branches of a Multiverse. God as pure spirit is able to configure 
relations in such a way that contingent virtual and sentient beings arise in 
a Universe with consistent membrane 15 , string, and quark build-ups 
occurring to the point of appearing as mass so theoretical physicists exist 
to conjecture that the exterior reality is a mathematical structure-system 
of relationships (that could incidentally be changed as physical constants 
of nature per the will of the spirit to morph all or part of the external reality 
supporting a Level 4 Multiverse). 

The mathematical structure recognized by theoretical physicists as a 
theory of everything would never be capable of describing the Spirit 
placing the context of the mathematical structure-Spirit is beyond the 
bounds even of the theoretical Mathematical Universe Hypothesis 
structure; Spirit may be known with faith in Jesus Christ as one's Lord and 
personal savior. 

Here is a little more background on the quantum mechanic's parameters 
informing much of the present disaffection for some from interest in 
classical apologetics' offerings to renormalize the compatibility of 
traditional Genesis paradigmata. Schrodinger's cat in a box; a famous 
thought experiment to illustrate the problem of quantum super-position in 
quantum mechanics 16 -is in an indeterminate quantum state until 
observed. Quantum super-position has particles existing as probability 
waves that cannot be given a definite position until observed when the 
waveform collapses as a result of observation. 

This suggests a comparison to Adam and Eve eating of the tree of 
knowledge in the Garden of Eden; did the Universe exist before they 
observed it? Was their rise to a particular kind of sentience enough to 
stimulate a waveform collapse with a temporal space-time Universe in a 
steady-state to follow?

Max Tegmark and others have written about the late Hugh Everett's 17 
many universes theory as a way to solve the quantum uncertainty 
problem. Traditionally the Copenhagen interpretation of quantum 
mechanics 18 mentioned briefly above has regarded quantum uncertainty 
as existing until observation when it collapses into a definite single state 
of being. Alternatively though a Level 3 Multiverse interpretation of 
quantum mechanics has the waveform of each quantum particle not 
collapsing at all when observed 19 . That means there is no uncertainty or 
meaningful, really accurate probability for predicting quantum events; in 
the Level 3 infinite profusion of Universes interpretation an entirely new 
Universe is exists matching the alternative superposition reciprocal (an 
infinite number I guess) of quantum uncertainty regarding positions, 
momentum and other characteristics of quanta. 20 The approach seems to 
work more or less mathematically yet philosophically leaves 
incompleteness as a fog of fundamental unknowing. 

The three dimensions of space where this observable Universe is 
located exist within what is called Hilbert space 21 (Hilbert was the 
mathematician who helped Einstein find the right differential equations for 
general relativity) that has an infinite number of dimensions. Thus 
quantum superposition of particle-waves that seem to exist everywhere 
until observed has the particle waves really existing at every possible 
place, each in a unique yet very similar universe like this one. 

Rather than continue commenting on Tegmark's Level 3 Multiverse 
paradigm I will write a few words about some of the philosophical, 
theological problems with the theory. 

The mathematician Kurt Godel created an incompleteness theorem 22 
applicable to virtually any set and its inability to contain every possible set 
including itself (that would require a greater set etc. with a Chinese puzzle 
box of an infinite number of sets to get to the final definitive set that is 
never reached. Hilbert space presents a host of similar issues. If the 
wave-function invented by Erwin Schrodinger does not collapse particle 
waves in an infinite space of infinite Universes actualizing an infinite 
number of quantum states and locations in a unique Universe for each 
individual particle-wave the entire affair is in effect deterministic. 

It is remarkable to consider a deterministic, infinite Multiverse in an 
infinite number of dimensions of Hilbert space able to cohere and 
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communicate far faster than light amidst all possible Universes-an infinity 
of Universes. 

Though I have thought about the logical likelihood of Hilbert space 
existing such that there could be no theoretical bound or limit to the 
number of dimensions that could exist, I think it plain that none can know 
presently what a dimensions is 'made' of. At best one can say that it is not 
made of matter and can be described only mathematically. There seems 
to be a difference between real nothingness and space-time energy 
continua with dimensions of various numbers and shapes. Perhaps 
dimensions are routes of assembly or compositions of one-dimensional 
monads 23 or membranes have ossified into multi-dimensional structures 
in a spiritual realm that could hold an infinite number of dimensions. 
Christian thought has placed the logos in the very heart of all creation as 
a transcending field that some could compare superficially to the Higgs 
field 24 , yet the field is sentient, eternal and of no necessary physical 
constitution. Instead it permits all matter and forms to exist. One finds the 
description of Plotinus of the One comparable 25 , and that idea is derived 
from the line of Plato and Heraclitus. 

John's Gospel starts with the information -"In the beginning was the 
Logos, and the Logos was with God, and the Logos was God. And the 
Logos became flesh and dwelt among us" (1:1,14). 

Ladd wrote in 'Theology of the New Testament' 26 on page 275 “The 
Logos terminology is found only in the Johannine literature: John 1:1ff.; 1 
John 1:1; Revelation 19:13. It seems that John deliberately seized upon a 
term widely known in both the Hellenistic and the Jewish worlds in the 
interests of setting forth the significance of Christ. 

The idea of Logos goes back to the philosopher Heraclitus 27 (sixth 
century B.C.). He taught that all things were in a state of flux, that nothing 
ever remains the same. However, order and pattern can be perceived 
amidst the eternal ebb and flow of things in the Logos — the eternal 
principle of order m the universe. 

It is the Logos behind everlasting change that makes the world a 
cosmos, and an ordered whole. The Logos was one of the most important 
elements in Stoic theology. The Stoics 28 used the idea of the Logos to 
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provide the basis for a rational moral life. 

Faced with the usual Greek dualism of God and the world, they 
employed the concept of Logos as a unitary idea to solve the problem of 
duality. The universe was conceived as forming a single living whole that 
was permeated in all its parts by a primitive power conceived as never- 
resting, all-pervading fire or fiery vapor.” 

Ladd writes on page 276;” The Logos played a role also in the Hermetic 
literature. In the account of creation, Poimandres at first beheld a 
boundless light, and after a while a downward-moving darkness, 
appalling and hateful. The darkness then changed into a moist nature. 
From out of the light came a holy Logos as a creative and formative 
power, separating the lower from the higher element. The Logos invades 
the ocean of chaos, bringing it to order. The Hermetic Logos is the active 
expression of the mind of God. 

The word of God was an important concept to the Jew; creation came 
into being and was preserved by the word of God (Gen. 1:3, "and God 
said"; see Ps. 33:6, 9; 47:15-18); and the word of God is the bearer of 
salvation and new life (Ps. 107:20; Isa. 4:8; Ezek. 37:4-5). In the Old 
Testament, the word is not merely an utterance; it is a semi-hypostatized 
existence so that it can go forth and accomplish the divine purpose (Isa. 
55:10-11). The word of God uttered at creation, expressed through the 
mouth of the prophets (of. Jer. 1:4,11; 2:1) and in the Law (Ps. 119:38, 4 
1 , 105), has a number of functions that may very well be compared with 
those attributed to the Logos in John.’’-end quote of Ladd 

One may wonder of the One God as Three Persons physically and 
spatially, yet that is a wrong categorical effort to put the spiritual into 
physical terms. The Logos-Jesus Christ, became flesh; God is however 
spiritual. Thus the effort for philosophically minded theologians to 
consider the absolute spiritual nature of God is comparable to the effort of 
cosmologists to find the fundamental nature of reality before a theoretical 
Big Bang or hyperinflation era 29 , before any field or particle existed even 
before first light; in short there is a quest for a physical parallel of the 
nature of the primeval spiritual realm before any Universe arose into 
being. 

An infinite number of dimensions and -particles described across an 
infinite number of Universes that is a Level 3 Multiverse 30 would logically 
present an infinite number of complex configurations of particle waves 
affecting each particular Universe through instant communication. One 
wonders what mechanism or neuron would coordinate the information to

keep a coherent whole of the Level 3 Multiverse. 

I would say that Spirit transcends the entire monist field described with 
wave-functions, transcending the infinite content. It seems reasonable to 
consider that God has all infinite possibilities within His for-himself and 
for-others (that exist as sentient contingent beings). 

One imagines a Level 3 Multiverse of infinities requiring calculations of 
infinities times infinities producing greater infinities as products. I suppose 
God might work with such wave-particle formalities, yet I think that like 
dimensional Universe existing in fewer than the greatest possible number 
that all are subject to Spirit containing them. 

There is a well known simile about ants living in a two-dimensional 
Universe and not being able to see three-dimensional creatures 
observing them. In a like manner a Level 3 Multiverse and all of the 
sentients that exist within the infinite number of dimensions and worlds in 
Hilbert space may not be able to perceive or regard the Spirit that 
contains the infinity. Like a round world topography that is bounded yet 
finite, the Universes within Hilbert space are of a lesser status than Spirit. 
Infinite Universes and waves may merge into boundaries of actuality 
delimited by the omnipotence and omniscience of God. 

If quantum particles in phase space-Hilbert space to the nth value, could 
be described mathematically by an observer, the observer would still 
have a location of view and relativistic factors would make the perspective 
anisotropic 31 rather than isomorphic 32 . Observational bias within 
parameters of Einstein's relativity would seemingly be applicable to 
fundamental quantum descriptions of everything. 

Even so if Level 3 Universes are concatenations of converging and 
diverging dimensions or wave-functions as dimensions such that 
everything that might possibly exist actually does in an infinite Universe of 
God, and if that Universe doesn't actually have time as an independent 
variable-just points of observations of converging and diverging locales of 
the wave-function that seem as time, uncertainty and randomness rather 
than complete motionless determinism in a fully actualized complete 
unmoved mover being-in-himself of God promulgating infinite Universe 
wave-functions, it is a marvelous phenomenal experience of contingent 
being as existing humans that is experienced subjectively within the 
generation of human beings designed by God throughout any possible 
Universe they are willed with His destiny to exist in. If physicists consider 
the entire Multiverse (that may not exist) to be a mathematical 
abstraction, it is likely to be an abstraction for others yet a derivative of 
spirit that transcends all mathematical coordinate structures as they 
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cohere within Spirit in-themselves as relativistic reference designators 33 . 

I will write of several ways that demonstrate the compatibility of 
Genesology (a corresponding indicator with eschatology) with 
contemporary physical cosmology; they are not logically mutually 
exclusive as so many pro and con believers of God believe. I will point out 
that parameters for evolution theory are not mutually exclusive with 
parameters given for the creation in Genesis. Mathematicians like to 
enumerate and quantify specific and finite characteristics for objects that 
are numbers, lines etc. Word descriptions given in Genesis are not as 
concise nor limited in their potential uses as references to events, 
process and objects. 

That is, it is difficult for form a precise and finite, accurate, certain 
knowledge of what and how the words given were intended at their 
conception. It is possible to form ideas of several parameters explaining 
what they meant; theoretically, without being absolutely certain of exactly 
which one is correct. It is possible to have faith in God rather than utter 
faith in one's own infallible interpretation of 3500 year old scripture 
describing events that occurred thousands of years before, or, 
alternatively, an equivalent representational value of billions of years 
before to God. Yet if nothing besides dimensions and waveforms exist 
and time is something of an apparent illusory phenomena experienced by 
finite minds in divergent parallel Universes as Tegmark wrote in 'Our 
Mathematical Universe', no time exists at all and God providing the six 
days of creation and one of rest was providing a convention 
comprehensible to people of the 2nd millennium B.C. and until modern 
times. 

I should explain a little of what context Tegmark put that in... If the future 
and past always pre-exist and minds travel along worldlines experiencing 
the passage as spacetime, the appearance is thus real yet subjective. 

God logically has all things existing in the present for-himself as the 
omnipotent, omniscient One, so Tegmark's level 4 Multiverse seems 
consistent to me at least on that point. God would have all space-time 
existing for-himself in every possible Universe and would direct spirit to 
experience portions of those in accordance with His will.Perhaps God 
needed fewer than six days to create the Universe, or piled the days onto 
one another as dimensions stacked like pancakes of time, in order to 
enjoy the syrup of rest on the seventh day. 

How should one expect God to interact with his newly minted sentient 
creatures? In their first moments they willfully sinned. They were cast into 
a new temporal world order to learn the old-fashioned way. 

These creatures had no cultural history, no civilization, and no oeuvre for 
comprehending how to love and fulfill the right ways required of the Lord.

God matured humanity and developed the relationship with them over 
time. 

Not just with any people did the Lord establish his will and laws. With a 
chosen people to lead the rest of humanity to godly fear and love of God 
did God create the circumstances and occasions that evolved humanity 
from its savage state emerging from the bush of animals. God appeared 
in a burning bush to Moses. 

One realizes that God could not have brought Jesus as nothing other 
than a military style leader to the Jews in Egyptian slavery. Though they 
worshiped God even so they were not ready for the pacific ways of the 
Lord, for they had to live by the law yet, though the law was an 
improvement over the savage, little better than animal social forms of 
pagans. 

As human society developed God also evolved his presentation to his 
chosen people through David and the prophets leading to the appearance 
of Jesus Christ. When human society was at a crucial transition point in 
history the Lord appeared to set the foundation for the age of the gentiles 
as the old world and the period of the exterior forms of temple worship 
crumbled into historical dust. 

I will consider several points that advance the idea that God's purpose in 
history of evolving a reconciling relationship with humanity for the love of 
God through the atoning grace of the Lord Jesus Christ is consistent with 
information cultural evolution has brought through scientific knowledge 
about the history of the cosmos. 

Tegmark's book 'Our Mathematical Universe' mentions an M.l.T. 
graduate student in 2011 who created a chart showing various opinions of 
world religions on cosmology and select scientific topics 34 . It listed 
Christianity as not tolerating Multi-verse theory. I believe that is wrong. I 
am Christian and am happy to consider Multiverse theory and related 
structures that if they actually existed would be well within God's infinite 
capacity for creation and being. Uncertainty about God's infinite power 
and capacity are paralleled to some extent with uncertainty about the 
absolute structure of what exists past, present and future cosmologically 
speaking. 

Holy Scripture has many general parameters and description concepts 
provided to the first century man and in the case of the Old Testament 
even earlier times that may be adapted today to new understanding. 

When Jesus said, for example, in John 14:2-3 that;" In my Father's 
house are many mansions: if it were not so, I would have told you. I go to 
prepare a place for you. And if I go and prepare a place for you, I will 
come again, and receive you unto myself; that where I am, there ye may 
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be also." he could have been expressing a paradigm that was inclusive of 
a Multi-verse as well as of some large building with many mansions built 
inside it. I don't think even Bill Gates has constructed a house that is so 
large that many mansions like the Breakers 35 could be built inside it. The 
words of the Lord given in scripture set parameters that have many 
possible interpretations; rational theological and philosophical 
contemplation does not require preclusion of contemporary cosmology at 
all except perhaps to minds that preclude detailed contemplation of 
scripture. 

What is wisdom for human beings may not be so for others, when or if 
others such as extra-terrestrials, angels and demons exist. It is said 
frankly that man's wisdom is foolishness to God. Wisdom may entail 
protocols of relevant application. The interpretation of literature and 
scripture as well as the book of natural history have afford numerous 
points of view on almost any issue though there are accepted ways that 
advanced beyond theory to the condition of fact. As has been pointed out, 
fact is also a fact within a given paradigm. 

It is easier to address the problem of what a fact is by comparing it to 
language of philosophy and logic issues. Words may have a nominal 
meaning or a real value that does not change. The philosopher Saul 
Kripke wrote a book called 'Naming and Necessity 136 that offered a neo¬ 
realist point of view on names wherein they have some meaning 
themselves. Within his context it seemed reasonable enough. Yet it 
seems more apparent that names are part of nominal ontologies 37 of 
languages and lexicons without any transcending value. Except for the 
word of God, that transcends everything that exists including language. 
Reality seems to be set within a paradigmatic field willed to exist by God. 
One has scriptural support for the concept obviously, yet one also has 
logic and divinely inspired scripture. 

The way that the study of the book of nature has affected society and 
intellectual elites since the rise of evolution theory is substantial. 
Theologians have been challenged to explain simultaneously their own 
scientific ideas; often wrong, and their own interpretations of scripture too. 
It is plain that there is room for re-interpreting the beginning and the 
ending books of the Bible; Genesis and the Revelation, in order to discern 
how they may have been misunderstood by theologians. 

Advocates of evolution as the sole valid explanation for creation in order 
to negate faith in God rely too often on the ideas advanced by theologians 
themselves-sometimes in error, for points to counterattack and indirectly 
prove their assertions against faith in God. When the ideas of theologians 
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actually are incorrect interpretation of Genesis and of the Revelation the 
effect of ridiculing those points comprises the logical fallacy of making a 
straw man argument. The wrong theological points are not the result of 
deception, instead they often are a result of incorrect theological 
understanding of scripture by theologians. It is a case of the blind 
attacking the blind. I shall attempt to shed light on select Biblical 
paradigms in that permit contemporary cosmological correspondence, 
although scripture is not tied to any non-scriptural interpretation. It simply 
may be interpreted compatibly with the physical cosmology of any 
generation where relevant. 

If philosophy is said to be the love of wisdom seems plain that wisdom 
leaves to the recognition of the providence of divine grace not through 
merit, works or understanding, yet it is the glory of God that provides it, 
and draws one towards it. 

So one wonders how grace can be given by God unto mankind, or why 
grace makes one to be born an American citizen or not as the case may 
be, rather than merit or works. The Lord can afford to throw bail for a life 
sentence; the work prison pay of an inmate couldn't afford a weekend 
pass. Mankind is dust put to breathing. Ideas of concepts flow through 
mind in a material body that cannot sustain the mind beyond its own 
circumstantial time limits. Where does the mind go? Philosophy with 
grace seems to lead to God and in particular the Lord Jesus Christ as the 
author of life. Captain of the soul, the Lord leads one through shoal 
waters of the temporal sea. 

What is wisdom to man is folly to God. Socrates said they he knew that 
he knew nothing-perhaps a wise way of avoiding an excess of folly. In 
one-hundred pages more or less I will try to explain a modern synthesis of 
ideas that support reinterpretation of Genesis in a way that differs a little 
from certain traditional historical paradigms. Fear of God allows one, or 
even requires one, to pursue truth as originating in God rather than in 
traditional interpretations. So I will have liberty enough to consider 
Genesis the way I understand it, knowing that God alone is always right, 
and humanity often wrong. 

King David's son Solomon was said to be the most wise man who ever 
lived. Solomon regarded life is as a blade of grass; phenomenally brief 
and gone. It was David though who was given a promise by God that one 
of his house would be the eternal king. It was David who was prophesied 
by Moses to be one that would write down the laws of God and spend his 
days immersed in them. It was also David that saw a nude sunbathing 
Bathsheba and had her husband killed in battle that he might take her as 
wife. God's love for David was given though David was imperfect. David 
recognized his moral failures and was subsequently remorseful, and 
loved God in good times and bad. Wisdom coheres within the fear and 
love of God. That is the best a human being can do. 



To fear God is the beginning of wisdom, and to fear God is wisdom, yet 
the fear is not a servile fear as might a slave have of a harsh master that 
beats and kicks him as a practice Wing Chung dummy, instead it is of a 
filial kind as one might fear the bad opinion of a parent one respects, or 
that of anyone that one respects. With God though the relationship is 
greater. 

Fear of God in the filial mode is akin to love. 

The love of wisdom is philosophy. Wisdom is that God so loved the world 
that he gave his only his only begotten son that whosoever believes in 
him should not perish but have eternal life. If God is love, He is a God 
who hates sin. Human beings have original sin and require correction. 
God's patience with and love for humanity has brought him to provide a 
program for reconciling humanity unto him through the atoning 
sinlessness and sacrifice of the Lord Jesus Christ. Those saved with the 
Lord also love their fellow man yet share also the antipathy toward sin of 
the Lord, yet as humans they may themselves still sin and are embodied 
in a thermodynamically processing temporal body wherein is found the 
original presence of most sin. God is aware of the situation and grace and 
determined what will be the evolution of human destiny. God has a 
purpose for each soul in this or any possible Universe. 

John Gill's 'Practical Divinity 1 , chapter five, on the subject of the Fear of 
Goct 38 reiterates the idea that God hates sin, and that sin is contrary to 
the will of God; also that sin is evil or wickedness. That makes me wonder 
a little using a superficial degree of modal logic parameters about the 
relationship of sin as a human behavior to inanimate objects and forces 
that bring the experience of evil to human beings, and in turn of the 
consideration about what things are contrary to Gods will generally. 

May one classify some material things as in God's will and some not? 
Can one say that hurricanes and sunshine are in God's will yet not 
comets? 

If God's will is perfect and sin is imperfection from the ideal behavior that 
is good for a soul in that it is consistent with God's will and God's nature, 
then how may one delineate the perfect from the imperfect in categories 
especially in relation to material objects and event/processes in the 
temporal world? Sartre classified some things in his Critique of Dialectical 
Reason 39 and in Being and Nothingness 40 as the practico-inert and as 
ossified praxis. The terms refer to manufactured objects as distinct from 
natural objects or sentient others. One ought to be able to sort through 
categories of things comprising reality that are in God's will as perfect and 
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those that are not. 

The neo-Platonist philosopher Plotinus 41 of course classified imperfect 
objects in this world as imperfect expressions of perfect forms located in a 
realm of forms. Today the realm of forms is just quantum theory's 
descriptions of quarks and the Higgs field maybe, yet the quest for God's 
perfect will seems to have some of the same kind of paradigmatic 
expression for many that are interested. God or The One as an unmoved 
mover perfect in-himself that is approachable or knowable only through 
the Son (or the Intelligence perhaps) may allow imperfection to arise in a 
temporal realm of thermodynamics that might not exist in a perfect order. 

So I have one kind of answer to the question I made here about 
determining how to classify God's will in things through classifying some 
things as perfect and some not, or of how sin is contrary to God's will and 
then wonder why it exists. If one uses a neo-Platonic paradigm such as 
Plotinus constructed in the Enneads 42 for a metaphysical analogy, the 
answer is that God's will is experienced as more perfect as one draws 
closer unto God through eliminating sin with the grace of the Son. The 
farther people are in the temporal real-a realm of broken forms, inclusive 
of mankind after the fall from grace with original sin, the more are they 
worldly and immersed in the pure empirical mass-energy continuum 
intellectual as an end-for-itself instead of viewing it as one place to 
experience the saving grace of the Lord before thermodynamic evolution 
returns them to dust. 

The temporal continuum is one complete expression of the will of God. It 
has broken forms in it yet initially it could be said to have been perfect 
when it lacked sentient beings with a knowledge of the difference 
between good and evil. Once humanity appeared in a sentient form the 
fundamental problems implicit to living in a thermodynamic, material body 
became apparent to consciousness. Though mind may be theoretically 
capable of moral perfection as if it were a computer without the sensory 
experiences of the body and without biological drive mechanisms, in fact 
it is not able to experience such a state for long. On a practical basis the 
sole way a human might bring his own will and thought to the state of 
grace and perfection required by God of anything that exists for eternity 
rather than temporarily is to rely entirely on the saving grace of the Lord. 
Humanity has the Adamic debt of sin or imperfection that is 
renormalizable only with the Lord's adopting the elect as children of God. 

The Transformative Ethics of Jesus Christ 

The ethical system taught by the Lord Jesus Christ is greater than one 
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taught by an Einstein or Newton. It surpasses incomparably the eightfold 
path 43 taught by Siddartha, it makes modern utilitarianism simplistic and 
entails Kant's categorical imperative 44 while transcending it. No other man 
in history has presented such a vast, comprehensive ethical system for 
human behavior that works in the real, live human social environment. 
The Buddha's ethics were that of abnegation in the realization that 
temporal life is comparatively meaningless in contrast to eternity or 
nothingness before and after personal existence. Abnegation or 
indifference about what occurs in life is a reaction to existential facts, and 
a way of experiencing the good and bad of reality yet it does not 
construct a rational ethical system for human advancement to an ideal 
condition. The ethics of the Lord Jesus does that, and is effective even if 
the application is incomplete and only a portion of humanity 
comprehends. 

Consider this excerpt from Matthew chapter 5; 

“3 Blessed are the poor in spirit: for their's is the 
kingdom of heaven. 

4 Blessed are they that mourn: for they shall be 
comforted. 

5 Blessed are the meek: for they shall inherit the earth. 

6 Blessed are they which do hunger and thirst after 
righteousness: for they shall be filled. 

7 Blessed are the merciful: for they shall obtain mercy. 

8 Blessed are the pure in heart: for they shall see God. 

9 Blessed are the peacemakers: for they shall be called 
the children of God. 

10 Blessed are they which are persecuted for 
righteousness' sake: for their's is the kingdom of heaven. 

11 Blessed are ye, when men shall revile you, and 
persecute you, and shall say all manner of evil against 
you falsely, for my sake. 

12 Rejoice, and be exceeding glad: for great is your 
reward in heaven: for so persecuted they the prophets 
which were before you. 

13 If Ye are the salt of the earth: but if the salt have lost 
his savour, wherewith shall it be salted? it is thenceforth 
good for nothing, but to be cast out, and to be trodden 
under foot of men. 
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14 Ye are the light of the world. A city that is set on an 
hill cannot be hid. 

15 Neither do men light a candle, and put it under a 
bushel, but on a candlestick; and it giveth light unto all 
that are in the house. 

16 Let your light so shine before men, that they may 
see your good works, and glorify your Father which is in 
heaven. 

17 f Think not that I am come to destroy the law, or the 
prophets: I am not come to destroy, but to fulfil. 

18 For verily I say unto you, Till heaven and earth pass, 
one jot or one tittle shall in no wise pass from the law, till 
all be fulfilled. 

19 Whosoever therefore shall break one of these least 
commandments, and shall teach men so, he shall be 
called the least in the kingdom of heaven: but whosoever 
shall do and teach them, the same shall be called great in 
the kingdom of heaven.” 

Jesus' ethical system is insinuated throughout the New Testament. The 
ethical genius of the Lord Jesus is applicable to this temporal realm yet 
also prepares the saved for the world beyond. The system brings 
humanity to a better condition even when the belief of the people does 
not extend unto the post-temporal destiny of heaven or hell. 

Within the temporal, comparatively illusory world experience of human 
life in the steady-state thermodynamic in motion Universe the ethics of 
the Lord draw humanity to cohere together with respect of liberty and 
justice for all. It is not a warrior religion urge to conquer and force 
everyone to submit to a trans-temporal deity. The ethics of the Lord Jesus 
draw humanity toward social perfection temporally, and that is a 
penultimate minimalist transformation toward the fulfillment of each 
human soul in God's eternal plan actualized through the saving grace of 
the Lord Jesus' sacrifice on the cross. 

The ethics of the Lord are worthy of a lifetime study one goes about their 
ordinary work-a-day existence. Regardless of one's having faith in 
eternal life or not when the temporal experience terminates, to learn to 
know Jesus Christ and his ethics is to transform one's temporal way of 
being discretely. A soul learning the Lord's way of ethics becomes a 
universal citizen contributing to the advancement of society. As he or she 
is drawn to the perfect way of the Lord and knows his way even those 
disbelieving in eternal life may encounter a regenerative experience and 
even accept the Lord as their personal savior and understand the 
sacrifice he made at Calvary to atone for their original and subsequent 
sin. 


The ethics of the Lord are a continuous regenerative factor for human 
social existence leading some of the elect unto eternal life with God. 
Evolving the kingdom of God into the fabric of human existence is 
transformative in-itself. 

Continuing Relevance of the Westminster 
Standards 

One of the reasons for resistance of scientific atheists to paradigms of 
faith arise from the historical unification of church and state, or at least the 
existence of a state-sanctioned church monopoly. Even early English 
reformers were imprisoned (e.g. John Bunyan 45 ) for preaching outside the 
parameters of the state church of Cromwell's time. Formal and informal 
theocracy and of the power of the state unified with the church to 
dominate the material and spiritual lives of people met with resistance 
from Christian reformers and from civil libertarians. Unfortunately the 
lessons of the historical era tend to be forgotten, 

And additional problem adding strength to divergence therefore is the 
secular belief that all Christian church structure leads to oppressive 
theocracy. The Roman church did own vast tracts of land. In the 15 th 
century when Islam captured the rump state of the Eastern Roman 
Empire at Constantinople 46 the former western empire was completing the 
eviction of Islam from the Iberian Peninsula. One must wonder if the 
tremendous fall of Constantinople and the Ottoman attack on Vienna did 
not in some way help stimulate the political will of princes sympathetic to 
Luther to separate western states increasingly from the imperial rule of 
Hapsburgs and the Roman Church. A theocratic state need only arise 
when the Lord himself returns. In the post-millennial point of view, as the 
hearts and minds of those of faith willfully have the laws of God written 
upon them, and when those people become a majority of the population, 
a volunteer society that is free may be described a posteriori as a 
theocracy after Jesus returns. 

Regardless of the external or observable, secular form of the state and 
of ownership of property, the kingdom of God will transcend it. For 
believing Christians the Lord is already present spiritually in the Kingdom 
of God that ultimately will become an observable fact. A modern 
priesthood of believers might better help to inform people of a rectified 
orthodox opinion of beginning and end times and of objective ways to 
regard natural philosophy. 

There are certain select articles of faith and standardized opinion on the 
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Christian tradition that almost all orthodox Protestants agree. These 
articles were of tremendous value in conserving orthodox opinion. They 
do not need lead to theocracy and subjugation of the masses under an 
oppressive hierarchical caste. 

Virtually all other Christians agree on a substantial portion of those 
articles set forth during the Long Parliament that began in England in 
1643 known as the Westminster Standards. It is so easy for people to 
interpret written material in so many different ways. Reading is an 
interpretive active of the reader of symbols given by an author. Unlike an 
artistic abstract painting intended to be taken many ways perhaps, and 
rather unavoidably so, Christian cosmology and this work in particular are 
not intended to be so broadly interpreted. The truth of salvation and 
eternal life is too important to the future well being of each individual soul 
to fail to stipulate what sort of Christianity I mean within this paper. It is 
that affirmed in the Westminster standards though without the sections on 
magistracy, the pope as anti-Christ and tolerance of false religions 
(empirically with a polity I believe) such as revised by the Presbyterian 
Church U.S.A. in 1788^ 7 . 


Orthodox Christian beliefs with the Lord increasing the numbers 
temporal kingdom of God across history remain consistent and not 
contradicted from anything presented from science when science is 
stated without unscientific postscripts. Following is a list of the contents of 
the Westminster Confession of Faith of 1643. It was in a sense a unified 
ideal Christian world view of scripture and the human circumstance.

Creation 

In the beginning of Genesis some points especially interesting to me are 
the time literal problem of Genesis and the famous six days of creation 
issues. It seems that days to God were perhaps just a way of 
differentiating important events of creation. I suppose one could take the 
six days of creation as a minimalist outline. Certainly one might not take it 
as six present Earth days. 

For example; God creates matter. Then God divides matter into various 
configurations, then God creates living things such as plants, air and sea 
life, perhaps mammals and mankind last. These are events such as 
science might recognize. The six events are like movements in a 
symphony God made. It seems a reasonable way to classify things given 
from an omniscient source to mankind circa 2000 B.C. 

One notes that Hindu religion has a day and night for Brahma of 
between 4 and 8 billion years approximately 48 . The prophet Jeremiah and 
his scribe Baruch have God saying in effect God as saying that everyone 
knows Him-they just forget who he is 49 . That would be an example of 
what Sartre called 'bad faith' 50 or perhaps 'false consciousness' 51 . 
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There are many ways to interpret the book of Genesis’ creation values 
and I will consider a few keeping in mind that worshiping God with 
salvation unto eternal life through the Son Jesus Christ is the primary 
concern for Christians. For decades if not centuries there have been 
those that have tried to oppose existence itself through scientific study to 
the credibility of Christian values. The spiritual is not the material and 
material researches could never disprove the spiritual. The real world and 
Universe is not in opposition to the spiritual, instead it is one realm where 
the spiritual can occur through human experience. 

The Swiss theologian Karl Barth in Church Dogmatics 52 , according to 
Geoffrey Bromiley's survey of the work (An Intro to the Theology of Karl 
Barth 53 ), wrote that scripture hasn’t a cosmology. Scripture is about God’s 
relation to man in the cosmos. Further, scripture refers to several 
cosmologies but is loyal to none. There is a creation account of course 
yet the purpose is to describe God’s relation to mankind, how that relation 
has historically developed (beginning ex-temporally I might add) and the 
covenant relationships. 

Evidently Barth seems to have thought that to become loyal to a 
particular cosmology is to risk defection from faith. The reason for that is I 
suppose that the physical cosmos is from a Christian perspective 
contingent being rather than primary or ultimate. True though that is, it 
isn’t necessary to ignore the mechanics of the contingent cosmos so long 
as one realizes that the ultimate though untraceable source is God. One 
can meet many scientific points satisfactorily regarding creation without 
building one’s own creation theory from scripture keeping in mind that 
God’s acts or interactions involving mankind phenomenally are what are 
brought to light in scripture instead of a physical cosmology of the 
Universe. 

Genesis, chapter one; "1 In the beginning God created the heaven and 
the earth. 2 And the earth was without form, and void; and darkness was 
upon the face of the deep. And the Spirit of God moved upon the face of 
the waters. 3 And God said, Let there be light: and there was light. 4 And 
God saw the light, that it was good: and God divided the light from the 
darkness. 5 And God called the light Day, and the darkness he called 
Night. And the evening and the morning were the first day." 

People make objections for simple reasons taking first impressions of 
meaning of scripture as definitive and conclusive. Recently I encountered 
someone who said that because created the Earth before the sun that 
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scripture is incorrect. Yet with a little thought one may realize that 
scientifically speaking the Bible is right. Earth used to mean just dirt or 
land 54 rather than a round planet. The stars existed around space and 
exploded sometimes creating heavier elements than hydrogen or helium. 
Dust clouds in space existed and coalesced under gravity in sundry 
clumps forming up to dirt in effect, or at least minerals. Heavier 
concentrations of earth and even planet sized objects drew together in 
the dust cloud before the sun grew large enough to start hydrogen fusion 
burning. 55 

Even when the sun started burning and adding light to the solar system 
instead of just the lesser light there was still a lot of dust and debris 
around. It would take a very long time for the sun's gravity top clear out 
most of the solar system. So the order of Genesis is correct. I wrote a 
poem about it. 

Higher Orbit - Brighter Light 

Lesser lights created in the night 

exploded like novae with ingenious right 

soundless waves in being like dreams 

pushed ahead with mass clouds of dust landings green 

Round orbits coalescing gravity's castings 
actors sweeping present futures vast wings 
of darkness resisting troubling clumps 
tensioned stress in micro gravity 
a million yearths formed most aborted 
merged down to clash in trash 
while the greater local light's morning 
hasn't reached first dawn 

Within higher orbits striving to be first 
to draw unto themselves the mass of all 
that would fuse and burn hydrogen tells 
centers changed through erratics drifts 
prejudicing Hilbert space for new content 
when the other star raced through the cloud

Throwing complexities with collisions of mass 

accelerated as hangers on sling shots 

with the sun switched on

Where the gates of Eden rest 
guarded with four cherubim

God may have created entire sections of spacetime 56 structure from 
eternity with it meaningfully coming into being when actualized by the 
birth of sentient beings to a Universe. History begins with people in some 
senses; before that it is pre-history. Some cosmology theorists believe the 
waveform collapses into steady state being only with observation. If that 
were the case then a Universe really does not exist without observers. 
Maybe that way of looking at the wave-function and quantum cosmology 
fits the Copenhagen interpretation better than the Everett interpretation. 
Some quantum cosmologists believe the Universe exists objectively 
without an observer determining the collapse of the wave-function into a 
steady state entangled with other wave-particles. So do I with the 
understanding that the entire Universe exists within a paradigm of God. 

If spirit supports mathematical Multiverse structure it is not impossible 
that the content of the mathematical structure changes relationships itself 
too. Phase space transitions of mathematical relationship Universe 
structure/ content is as possible for God as it is possible for an intelligent 
being to change the content of a Boolean algebra table and elements in a 
Venn Diagram as well as the geometry of a hyper-math Universe 
structure itself. 
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Natural philosophy is interesting. I like it and knowledge of it has 
practical application today. Apologetics in the contemporary world of 
science requires a higher level of understanding than in the time of the 
scholastics or even in the 19th century. Philosophers and theologians 
cannot just let science and cosmology run on so far without regard as to 
allow it to define where and how Christian thought about cosmology and 
Genesis fit in the larger world. 

If God existed from eternity, and if some physicists conjecture that a 
Level 4 Multiverse existed from eternity and they can theoretically in 
effect map it someday, that is close to conceding the existence of Spirit 
from eternity. It is not possible of course for theoretical physicists to 
concede the existence of God from eternity-just a math structure that is 
real and is the primal core of a Multiverse. The Math Universe Structure if 
it exists is probably a product of the infinite character of God. The 
topography of a pure mathematical Universe structure could be said to be 
a thought in the mind of God. 

On the point about a thought in the mind of God, one necessarily has an 
anthropomorphic analogy since no one has a solid idea of the anatomy 
(another analogy) or neurological structures (if any) of God. Some have 
used the analogy of a super or quantum computer. Stephen Hawking 57 
and others have used 'the mind of God' metaphor occasionally in regard 
to finding basic components of the Universe. Jesus Christ is about the 
only way to relate directly to God. Spirit cannot be equivocated with some 
form of mass. 

One reaches the logical thought question of does God ever change? The 
Bible informs us that God is the same forever; unchanging. God is natural 
too. God created nature. God is more than natural though, He is super¬ 
natural spirit. 

Science has challenges explaining what the noumenal 58 , exterior reality 
of the Universe is in-itself, perhaps with mathematics. Theologians and 
philosophers have challenges explaining how the supernatural reality of 
God interacts with the exterior reality of the quantum Universe theorized 
by physicists and mathematicians. It is also a challenge to explain the 
apparent Universe of common perception. 

If God created a way to pack an infinite number of Universes into finite 
space one would think it more probable than packing few Universes into 
infinite space. God has infinite power and thought, creativity and 
goodness. If he actualizes an infinity of mansions inside his house 
metaphorically speaking, is any particular mansion of less value or 
significance? 

A Universal infrastructure made of mathematical relationships could be

complete and logically consistent-even perhaps satisfying the 
incompleteness theorem of Godel, yet remain incomplete. The 
mathematics of some kind of n-dimensional space-time 59 might be able to 
satisfy the logical relations predicting the existence of everything within it 
inclusive of itself yet not extend beyond itself. An infinite yet bounded 
hyper-spherical math infra-structured Multiverse put together with spirit is 
a form interesting to consider before one returns to realize the 
relationship one has with Jesus Christ is the sole way to a right eternal 
relationship with God; the spirit who created the relationships and content 
of the Multiverse that one might discover with theory. 

If Augustine were writing today it isn't likely that he would be unaware of 
contemporary scientific cosmological data and theory, and neither should 
contemporary Christians view scripture with antiquarian glasses; God and 
the inspired scripture of the Bible is well able to stand in light of modern 
science. 

One might develop several models to explain the way the Universe was 
created. It is easy to harmonize Biblical and evolutionary accounts. 
WMAP's 60 images of the way the Universe looked as a plasma sphere at 
400,00 years after creation seem to have direction bands called by some 
'the axis of evil' 61 . In theory there should be no oriented bands. It is as if 
they were remnant fossils of two lips that spoke the word to begin. They 
seem like a quantum interference pattern such as might be described with 
a wave-function equation. As of 2014 there was no accounting for them. 
They could be artifacts of inflation doubling space. 

If the Lord in his infinite nature has infinite Universes; multi-verses with 
infinite interests of the Lord and every possible form rather than just a 
single verse, is that in some way inconsistent with what one might think 
about the character of God? 

If God amidst his multiplex of places has one universe region with 
sentients ready for cultivation and salvation from their unregenerate 
natural state how better than to bring a proto-evangelium (Genesis 3-15 
"15 And I will put enmity between thee and the woman, and between thy 
seed and her seed; it shall bruise thy head, and thou shalt bruise his 
heet') to them through a chosen people that would introduce a line of 
development amidst society bringing them to a knowledge of God and 
relationship with him as they fit to receive? 

If Adam and Eve were created ex-temporally from the multi-verse in a 
different and perhaps more spiritual condition and then after their fall 
downloaded into the world of man as a kind of sourdough starter to 
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evolve the species to a spiritual saving relationship through the Son of 
God, in the kingdom of God that transcends and surpasses the 
excellence of a multi-verse is that more than modern man could bear to 
learn? 

After the Fall 

Adam’s Genealogy from Genesis Chapter 3-5 

Genesis can be considered in great detail with a wealth of meaningful 
interpretations. Most of that is beyond the scope of this paper. 

Chapter 3:16 "Unto the woman he said, I will greatly multiply thy sorrow 
and thy conception; in sorrow thou shalt bring forth children; and thy 
desire shall be to thy husband, and he shall rule over thee. 

17 And unto Adam he said, Because thou hast hearkened unto the voice 
of thy wife, and hast eaten of the tree, of which I commanded thee, 
saying, Thou shalt not eat of it: cursed is the ground for thy sake; in 
sorrow shalt thou eat of it all the days of thy life; 18 Thorns also and 
thistles shall it bring forth to thee; and thou shalt eat the herb of the field; 

19 In the sweat of thy face shalt thou eat bread, till thou the ground; for 
out of it wast thou taken: for dust thou art, and unto dust shalt thou return. 

20 And Adam called his wife's name Eve; because she was the mother 
of all living. 

21 Unto Adam also and to his wife did the LORD God make coats of 
skins, and clothed them. 

22 If And the LORD God said, Behold, the man is become as one of us, 
to know good and evil: and now, lest he put forth his hand, and take also 
of the tree of life, and eat, and live for ever: 

23 Therefore the LORD God sent him forth from the garden of Eden, to 
till the ground from whence he was taken. 

24 So he drove out the man; and he placed at the east of the garden of 
Eden Cherubims, and a flaming sword which turned every way, to keep 
the way of the tree of life." 

This may indicate that Eden was a different place than the rest of the 
world . It was a garden without passage of time, aging or biological decay, 
yet it was also in the contiguous earth from whence Adam was made.” 

Perhaps Eden was spatial-temporally different than the normal 4- 
dimensional world, as evidently other people able to begat Cain’s wife 
were living in the world outside Eden at the time. A quantum 
interpretation with a Math Universe Theory style field modified to have the 
Spirit shaping the field topology and temporal parameters is one 
possibility to explain it. A special place actualized metaphysically where 
earth was made Eden existing like a standing wave of epiphany where 
Adam and Eve might have been in heaven-bodies. It was not accessible 



from the East outside the garden when the wayward couple were cast 
out. Eden was secure against entry from space-time where earth was 
happening.

The Lord had made a command that ‘if anyone kills Cain, seventy-fold 
vengeance would be taken on him’. The Lord then put a mark on Cain so 
that none that found him might kill him. It seems also like extremely 
prophetic remark dropped in at least 1500 years before the event of the 
destruction/folding of Jerusalem in A.D 70. The Jews through Roman 
tools orchestrated the killing of Christ-who was made sin (Cain was a 
representative of sin after a fashion). 

This provides further evidence that there were many people alive at the 
time Cain was alive, and perhaps when Adam and Eve lived too; so many 
in fact that a special marking was necessary to differentiate Cain from just 
anyone. Everyone alive at the time was not personally acquainted, in 
other words. 

Some have speculated that Eve is symbolic and representational for the 
eon when sexual reproduction began in the line that became humanity.

2,453,235,000 years before Christ’s human birth is rather close to the 
geological, scientific time scale hypothesis of the creation of life on Earth 
in the Proterozoic era 62 . The oldest life on Earth was considered by 
evolutionary biologists perhaps to be cyanobacteria 63 . Its start is 
somewhat debatable and conjectural of course since there isn’t a fossil 
record of it generally. Blue green algae are of a fairly basic form. Multi¬ 
cellular life began perhaps 1.5 to two billion years later. 

The Sons of Noah etc. 

Sons of Noah: Shem, Ham and Jephath 

Jepheth’s sons: Gomer, Magog, Madai, Javan, Tubal, Meshech, Tiras 
Sons of Gomer: Ashkenaz, Riphath, Togarmah 

Sons of Javan: Elishah, Tarshish, Kittim, Rodanim -settled coastlines of 
gentiles 

Sons of Ham: Cush, Mizraim, Put and Canaan

Nimrod was born to Cush becoming the first historical political despot. 
Nimrod’s name has been found carved into stone at Ur at a stratigraphic 
layer dated to approximately 4000 BC 64 . There was also an eight-foot 
thick deposition of mud below that layer. 

The late historian Arnold Toynbee had speculated in his book ‘Mankind 
and Mother Earth 65 ’ that Cain represented the late Neolithic farmers or 
cultivators of land that had displaced the pastoralist’s way of life (of Abel). 
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The literal values of the name-symbols of post-flood or post catastrophe 
organization is an interesting and complex study for itself. As one reads 
farther into the anthropological and pre-historical record being 
reconstructed along with world climatic records, as well as 
reconstructions of the ancient Biblical peoples and the context of beliefs, 
experience and the translation into materials that made it to the modern 
historical record an increase of meaning is brought along as well. 

The Six Days of Creation 

Louis Berkhoff writes in his book Systematic Theology on page 165 of 
“The Hexaemeron, or the Work of Separate Days” on the paradigm of the 
six days of creation. He interprets Genesis chapters one and two from a 
conservative perspective, rather well in fact, and his evaluations of the 
opinions of various scholars that have taken different approaches to 
finding alternative meanings for the days in Genesis with extended time 
periods is helpful. 

Some scholars have taken the days of Genesis to represent geological 
epochs, and I have considered that myself, yet is not necessary to regard 
the first reasonable alternative meaning for the days of Genesis as the 
gospel truth even if they may be found to be not in conflict with scripture. 
Language has an intrinsic capability for permitting several possible 
meanings, unlike arithmetic expressions that have a single sum in regard 
to the numbers. 

Much of the conservative approach centers on the meaning of the 
Hebrew word for day; yom. Berkhoff writes on page 166 that; “it must be 
admitted that the Hebrew word yom does not always denote a period of 
twenty-four hours in Scripture, and is not always used in the same sense 
even in the narrative of creation. It may mean daylight in distinction from 
darkness, Gen. 1:5,16,18; day-light and darkness together, Gen. 1:5,8,13 
etc.; the six days taken together, Gen. 2:4; and an indefinite period 
marked in its entire length by some characteristic feature, as trouble, Ps. 
20:1, wrath, Job 20:28, prosperity, Eccl. 7:14, or salvation II Cor. 6:2.” 

It is difficult to find a particular value for the meaning of yom in Genesis 
that would be exhaustive and exclusive of other possible meanings in 
natural science today. God is eternal and time periods are temporal. The 
nature of what time really is isn't actually known. 

Time is often regarded as a relationship of matter, energy and change 
that is observed. Max Tegmark noted that in a Multiverse (my 
recapitulation of a point made in The Mathematical Universe' of a Level 4 
Multiverse) it could be that consciousness passes though a static, pre¬ 
existing field where all things past, present and future always exist and 
consciousness experiences the passage as time. If God is unchanging 
and eternal, every possible Multiverse that could exist, in every form, may 
exist eternally too (my point). 



Eternal God might have a different criterion for temporal space-time than 
can be presently understood of humanity. If one takes the six days of 
creation as a basic paradigm for God's creation or endowment of a 
Universe-for-others (human beings) explained to mankind, then the 
description of Genesis may be consistent with an evolving Universe as it 
is observed by humanity (with science) that is in-itself a nominal stage 
within the eternal and omnipotent being of God. 

Contemporary cosmology has speculated that the size of the Universe 
adjusted for early hyper-inflation may be ten billion trillion light years 
rather than the much smaller approximate 100 billion light years of the 
observable Universe. Whatever the size of a Universe that may exist 
within the context of an infinite Multiverse is, the field itself-a Higgs field, 
that lets solid state forms of energy exist as mass, could be itself 
embedded in a field, within a field, within a field with infinite regress. 

There are secularists that theorize creation out of nothingness can be 
achieved naturally from virtual particles emanating from the Higgs field for 
an instant before disappearing . As a source for the singularity and all of 
the energy and mass of the Universe virtual particles cascading into being 
in a vacuum would need to aggregate and then form a singularity before 
exploding and inflating. If the field from which virtual particles formed then 
hasn't changed, it is a paradox that the existing mass clumps in the 
Universe such as stars and planets don't attract additional cascades of 
virtual particles and a multitude of singularities and Big Bangs at least 
more often than every 13.7 billion years. 

Virtual particles may be fluctuations of the Higgs field rather than that of 
an absolute vacuum that may not exist in any case (a logical irony). That 
vacuum energy may not be infinite however. Instead it may exist as a 
form of energy also within the Higgs field endowment. The entire 
Universe or Multiverse may exist within a greater field pre-existing the 
singularity. It seems to me a little churlish to get too insistent about how 
God actually worked the first light of the Universe on technical points or to 
what he was actually referring. It is a beautiful paradigm that is probably 
true at several levels. Uncertainty exists in the world of physics, in that of 
knowledge, and is a reciprocal of spacetime, being, nothingness and 
intervals with the certainty of probability. Theologians may benefit from 
the certainty of uncertainty too. Faith in God is the best certainty anyone 
can have, and the truth of scripture, minus the uncertainty of interpretive 
error. 

The days of Genesis may refer to periods of light dark that can be 
paradigmatic recurrence yet not in form or type of event. Light being 
separated from the darkness-the first day, may have been within the first 
second of the Universe, however the darkness of space before the 
appearance of stars was a potential second recurrence of day, as could 
have been the formation of galaxies and of life as vegetation at various 
locations across the Universe. If earth is taken to mean dirt then the 



appearance of life on it, in a Universal sense could have been non-local. 

Berkhof makes much out of the difference between particular seeds 
reproducing their own kind as distinguished from evolution. That seems a 
misunderstanding of evolution biology though, in that evolution did evolve 
species to do exactly that (cattle not giving birth to rabbits for example). 
Evolution does reach the stage the Bible speaks of, yet not instantly as if 
by magic. Genesis may have referred to the salient feature of Gods work 
rather than every little detail. 

If historical conservatives of the future in a time when no one remembers 
much about car manufacture said that ancient documents (car scripture) 
said Ford made automobiles on a certain day, each after their own kind 
and disagreed with mechanical production evolutionists that say that Ford 
bought steel and synthetic metals, electronics, tires etc and evolved forms 
of cars that hat a common ancestor model T on the production line, to my 
way of thinking the point is that each are true points that describe the 
same event in different ways. 

Consider a paradigm contrast for Genesis one with a popular physics 
cosmology book; 'Five Ages of the Universe 166 ' 

1) Six Days of Creation ‘ 2) 'Five Ages of the Universe’ 

1*) From the King James Version of the book of Genesis 

2*) Era names coined by Adams & Laughlin for their book “Five Ages of 
the Universe” 

1) “And the Earth was without form, and void; and darkness was upon 
the face of the deep. And the Spirit of God moved upon the face of the 
waters.” 

2) Primordial-A Higgs Field phase transition to inflaton expansion of 
space-time, matter over anti-matter, matter forms within developing 
physical fields. 

The First Day 

3 And God said, 

Let there be light: and there was light. 4 And God saw the light, that it was 
good: and God divided the light from the darkness. 5 And God called the 
light Day, and the darkness he called Night. And the evening and the 
morning were the first day . ” 

This seems to have parity with the inflaton and emergence of energy 
from the theoretical Higgs field that preceded the Inflaton (that has added 
to the Big Bang as a theoretical near time=zero expansion of the Universe 
first cause. The Big Bang didn't explain the evenness of mass in the very 
early Universe observed by WMAP for one thing, so a fast inflationary 
phase lasting a fraction of a second was invented to account for that and 
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a time problem too. 67 

The Second Day 

7 And God made the firmament, and divided the waters which were under 
the firmament from the waters which were above the firmament: and it 
was so. 

8 And God called the firmament Heaven. And the evening and the 
morning were the second day 

This seems to correspond to parameters of the formation of primary 
physical forces near the beginning of the Universe and the expansion of 
the space-time/Universe. ‘Water’ may be a reference to the most common 
molecule in the Universe-hydrogen (it formed within the first million 
years 68 ), to the most elemental super-strings or dimensions, or any other 
of a number of possible elemental components of the early Universe 
given in simple terms of analogy. 

“ 9 And God said, Let the waters under the heaven be gathered together 
unto one place, and let the dry land appear: and it was so. 

2) Stelliferous era star formation, galaxies to the 100 th power 1 million to 
a trillion years after the inflaton 

This seems to correspond with stellar mass and dust field incidentally 
full of hydrogen molecules concentrating under gravity into places such 
as particular planets. Of course dry land appeared known as the 
lithosphere as it floated on the ‘hot water’ of the very hot Earth after it 
cooled down a bit. Comets with water fell to earth to form oceans later. 

The Third Day 

10 And God called the dry land Earth; and the gathering together of the 
waters called he Seas: and God saw that it was good. 11 And God said, 

Let the earth bring forth grass, the herb yielding seed, and the fruit tree 
yielding fruit after his kind, whose seed is in itself, upon the earth: and it 
was so. 12 And the earth brought forth grass, and herb yielding seed after 
his kind, and the tree yielding fruit, whose seed was in itself, after his 
kind: and God saw that it was good. 

13 And the evening and the morning were the third day. 

It is tempting to interpret this passage in the context of Mesopotamia 
circa 15,000 B.C. emerging from a sea level rise and flood. Probably the 
real first human civilization did exist along the present day sea flower of 
the Persian Gulf at a depth of 200 feet or so-where the sea level was in 
that day before the end of the Wisconsin Ice Age 69 . It is believed by 
scientists that human beings walked or boated as early as 35 to 60 
thousand years B.C. across the Red Sea to Mesopotamia and perhaps 
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much later founded the lost civilization of legend lost to the Flood. Bloom 
and Rosenberg 70 believed that the J writer compiled much of the early 
section of Genesis from her knowledge of ancient Sumerian tradition. I 
shall take the text more literally than that however, among other 
paradigms for interpretation. Earth, in ancient language paradigms, 
meant dirt generally, or a solid place to stand, as compared with water. 

If the order of the second and third day were reversed, it would be a 
fairly plain order of events in which the sun is plainly created before the 
earth and moon, with land and oceans forming thereafter. As it is it does 
seem a bit unclear, as perhaps does the actual order of cosmological 
events that happened in natural history to present day observers. I would 
not suggest that the stanzas were actual taken out of order by some early 
scribe, yet I suppose it could be that at some point there was an 
inefficiency in the ancient filing system that indexed it incorrectly. 

Yet when the sun, earth and moon formed, there was quite a bit of 
planetary billiards knocking things about, with the moon for example 
somehow becoming detached from the Earth in a fairly interesting little 
bang of its own. 

There would have been innumerable clumps of mass of the full range of 
sizes gathering from the dust cloud while the sun too was forming up with 
its nuclear furnace. Perhaps the clearing of skies on Earth or clearing of 
debris and dust from around the inner solar system along with the 
brightening and increasing temperature of the sun from its modest 
beginning could account for the mildly ambiguous order of events of ‘day’ 
three and four. 

The Fourth Day 

14 And God said, Let there be lights in the firmament of the heaven to 
divide the day from the night; and let them be for signs, and for seasons, 
and for days, and years: 15 And let them be for lights in the firmament of 
the heaven to give light upon the earth: and it was so. 16 And God made 
two great lights; the greater light to rule the day, and the lesser light to 
rule the night: he made the stars also. 17 And God set them in the 
firmament of the heaven to give light upon the earth, 18 And to rule over 
the day and over the night, and to divide the light from the darkness: and 
God saw that it was good. 19 And the evening and the morning were the 
fourth day . 

Remnants of continental crust more than 4 billion years old have been 
found by geologists 71 . Early Earth history had tremendous collisions by 
other solar system objects including icy comets. The atmosphere was 
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roilsome and occluded. As the crust cooled and the solar system sorted 
itself out into major and minor planets and moon with plenty of debris 
chemical recombination occurred. 

Major life form groups begin to appear in a fossil record in the Cambrian 
era approximately 540 million y.b.p. to 490 million y.b.p.

The Fifth Day 

Enter the Precambrian, Paleozoic, Mesozoic and Cenozoic ... 

20 And God said, Let the waters bring forth abundantly the moving 
creature that hath life, and fowl that may fly above the earth in the open 
firmament of heaven. 

21 And God created great whales, and every living creature that moveth, 
which the waters brought forth abundantly, after their kind, and every 
winged fowl after his kind: and God saw that it was good. 

22 And God blessed them, saying, Be fruitful, and multiply, and fill the 
waters in the seas, and let fowl multiply in the earth. 

23 And the evening and the morning were the fifth day . 

From 2600 million years BC approximately to the present comprises the 
era in which complex life has existed on Earth as best natural 
investigation can discern (Eukaryotes 72 ). The first multi-celled organisms 
had evolved by about 570 to 600 million years before present in an era 
that on the geologic time scale is called the Paleozoic era. 

'The Universe Next Door 73 ' pointed out that efforts to create the simplest 
forms of life in the laboratory have failed since the first efforts in the 
1950's. 

The late astronomer Fred Hoyle and another partner in theories offered 
the concept that life began in the bacterial form in space on comets some 
place in the Universe or at least the galaxy and was scattered about 
frozen in comets. 

Halley's Comet when closely approached was covered with some sort of 
black residue that might have been bacteria instead of a plain white icy 
appearance. 

The Hoyle hypothesis 74 for an extraterrestrial origin for life premised that 
bacteria can survive in very harsh environments and possibly those of 
space too, that some isotope of aluminum might have warmed or melted 
the interior of comets sufficiently to allow bacteria to form and so forth. 

When the waters were separated from the heavens, or those above from 
those waters below, a lot of Oort cloud 75 style ice must have been 
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scooped up by gravity and deposited on the Earth's surface after it cooled 
down. Some of that ice pummeling the Earth, cratering the moon and 
filling up the world's ocean basins could have had the most elemental 
bacterial life aboard. 

God designs things so very well, that even in this Universe that is so 
remarkably friendly for life, the very difficult process of getting life kick- 
started could happen somewhere in the galaxy and be seeded onto 
distant worlds over the eons of time that permit interstellar drift. 

Some believe that life originated very early, as early as 3.8 billion years 
before present 76 and that it took another 2 1/2 billion years or so, isn't it, to 
reach a multi-cellular level. 

24 And God said, Let the earth bring forth the living creature after his 
kind, cattle, and creeping thing, and beast of the earth after his kind: and 
it was so. 25 And God made the beast of the earth after his kind, and cattle 
after their kind, and every thing that creepeth upon the earth after his 
kind: and God saw that it was good. 26 And God said, Let us make man in 
our image, after our likeness: and let them have dominion over the fish of 
the sea, and over the fowl of the air, and over the cattle, and over all the 
earth, and over every creeping thing that creepeth upon the earth. 27 So 
God created man in his own image, in the image of God created he him; 
male and female created he them. 

The time entry of creation of mankind here referenced might be 
considered with the Garden of Eden location in mind that was somehow 
outside or set aside from the rest of the world’s population. Cain, it should 
be considered, took his wife from beyond the Garden after he was cast 
out by God. Thus mankind has more than one context for appearing here. 

It may also refer to the general emergence of the rational characteristics 
of mankind that were perhaps what were recognized when God said to 
Adam and Eve that they had become ‘as little gods’ that had learned the 
difference between good and evil. That sort of moral ratiocination 
capability would be quite advanced beyond that of animals. 

It is notable that paleontologists in discussing mass extinctions also tend 
to be unspecific in time parameters but instead provide time ranges in 
which significant catastrophic events are believed to have occurred such 
as those differentiating the Paleozoic from the Mesozoic, and the 
Mesozoic from the Cenozoic at what is known as the KT boundary 77 . 

The Sixth Day 

28 And God blessed them, and God said unto them, Be fruitful, and 
multiply, and replenish the earth, and subdue it: and have dominion over 
the fish of the sea, and over the fowl of the air, and over every living thing 
that moveth upon the earth. 
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29 And God said, Behold, I have given you every herb bearing seed, 
which is upon the face of all the earth, and every tree, in the which is the 
fruit of a tree yielding seed; to you it shall be for meat. 

30 And to every beast of the earth, and to every fowl of the air, and to 
every thing that creepeth upon the earth, wherein there is life, I have 
given every green herb for meat: and it was so. 

31 And God saw every thing that he had made, and, behold, it was very 
good. And the evening and the morning were the sixth day . ” 

The sixth day continues in the Cenozoic era; Holocene and Pleistocene 
perhaps specified in some areas. 

The Seventh Day 

God rested after the sixth day. I have interpreted this as possibly 
meaning too that the essential eons of evolution required to bring life to 
Earth were finished. Mankind had emerged from the vast number of life 
forms on the planet, although there may have been an Eden outside of 
space-time local to this Universe interpolated down into the evolved 
mankind at some point as recently as 22,000 B.C. 

It is interesting that an alternative and short hominid species was 
discovered recently on an island between Java and Australia that 
archaeologist believe existed as recently as 15,000 B.C 78 . Just when the 
world’s monopoly on intelligent hominid life had really been established 
and civilization was on its way to developing (e.g. Jericho’s location 
dating reaches to 10,000 B.C. 79 ) Cain may have been kicked out of Eden 
in proximity of a localized waveform collapse or termination of Adam and 
Eve’s isolation from the ravages of space-time. 

The seventh day may denote the completion of God’s formative work in 
the Creation unto the time of the Neolithic. In the stelliferous era 80 
presumably the entire teleology of mankind will be played out. Beyond the 
era that lasts quite a long time trillions of years lays a theoretical universe 
that has experienced inertial changes. 

Select Hypothetical Future States of Physical 
Cosmology 

Following I will mention some future cosmology hypothesized by a 
number of astrophysicists. Some occurs-Astrophysicists announced the 
observation of gravitational waves with the LIGO project confirming 
another criteria of the equations of Einstein's General Theory of 
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Relativity 81 . 

The Degenerate era 82 is not one with planetary budget deficits in which 
nations can’t understand nor work toward an economy in which everyone 
has a surplus, instead it refers to the time after the stellar era in perhaps a 
trillion to the 100 th power years when most of the stars and galaxies (in an 
open Universe scenario in which everything keeps expanding outward 
forever) have run out of gas, or nuclear material, and grow very dim. Red 
dwarf stars 83 and white dwarfs are the essential illumination, and they 
wear out. 

4) Black Hole Era 

Because all the mass of the Universe in the form of energy has gone 
from a low entropy to a high entropy state, and because the atomic fires 
are essentially burned up and out already, and coinciding with the 
growing oligarchy of physics in which the power of gravity draws 
everything to fewer and fewer larger clumps of matter known as black 
holes from which nothing escapes except a bit of Hawking radiation 
caused by the indeterminacy of quantum particle locations and the 
eventual leaking out of matter from the black holes even with the 
information it had going in intact (which presents a problem for those 
positing an absolute entropy as the fate of the Universe perhaps), this is 
known as the black hole era. Black Holes are the big feature of the 
Universe at this time that is really, really, way out there in years in orders 
of magnitude of trillions and trillions. 

5) Dark Era 

In the Dark era matter is at its lowest energy state. As the open universe 
of space-time continued to expand the laws of entropy have brought 
everything to its most dispersed, equal and isotropic status. The most 
elementary sub-atomic particles of decayed and been reduced to their 
most solitary and powerless condition. A combination of positron and 
electrons known as positroniums 84 may exist in isolation. It is interesting 
that they may be spaced farther apart than the size of the present 
Universe. 

6) Big Rip era 

Runaway spatial expansion in the Universe because of hypothetical dark 
energy acting like anti-gravity may be accelerating and doubling the rate 
of Universal expansion every few billion years. In a few billion years the 
Universe may in effect rip apart. Before that Galaxies like the Milky Way 
will be isolated as the space where other galaxies are will have expanded 
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and moved them away beyond an observable horizon for telescopes. 

Mankind exists empirically in the midst of a great instant comparatively 
speaking in the apparent vast construction of space-time and matter in 
the Universe. The anthropic principle, fine-tuned Universe 85 criteria make 
this space-time point a special moment, and mankind stands to look 
outward upon the depths of space-time to wonder. 

Philosophy is a Search for the Right Answers 

Wondering about reality and restricting ontology as a list of things that 
exist to matter, the lost have even degraded the special meaning of being 
human such as it is in its fallen condition. They wonder if the mind could 
not be evolved artificially too. There are even elaborate video games 
wherein those that are 'purists' resisting scientific morphing of the human 
mind and body beyond recognition are terrorists. A pervasive planetary 
social communications network owned preponderantly by a plutonomy 86 
may build a global commune caste of proles subjugated to elites. 

Mankind may or may not have contentment of mind in the future. A host 
of cult leaders will exploit the real dangers of demographics, concentrated 
wealth and power and the paradigm of meaninglessness and license to 
sin in the absence of spiritual over-watch to extract allegiance and 
compensation for-themselves. 

The fractured state of Christian churches into denominations might be 
remedied with a priesthood of believers organization providing planetary 
standards for beginning and end times, ethics for recognizing sin and 
what is proper Christian behavior, and support for individual members in 
global recognition of participation, attendance, work and emergency 
support and so forth. Existing denominations might evolve into joining an 
observable new infrastructure. 

The differences between divergence and convergence of scientific and 
Christian thought on subjects of cosmology, being and end times are 
often narrow. Sociological considerations of structure and subjective 
education and employment circumstance are en mass malleable and 
unfortunately manipulable by various political and economic powers. 
Social conditions are subject to economic erosion in modern America and 
much of the rest of the world. Traditional economic and social strongholds 
for the middle class and poor dissolve and are replaced with mass social 
indoctrination in pop culture that may be uncomfortable for conscientious 
individuals to exist within. 
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John Gill wrote on page 146 of Practical Divinity 87 ; "How any come by 
true contentment of mind. 

2a. It is not natural to man; man is naturally a discontented creature, 
especially since the fall; no, it was discontent which was the cause of that; 
our first parents not being content with the state of happiness in which 
they were, abode not in it, but fell from it; such was their ambition, 
prompted to it by the tempter, that they affected to be as God; or 
however, perceiving there was a class of creatures superior to them, 
more wise and knowing, they could not be content with their present case 
and circumstances; but wanted to be upon an equality with them; and 
being told, that by eating the forbidden fruit they would attain to it, took 
and eat of it, and thus by coveting an evil covetousness, lost the 
happiness which they had; hence it is most truly said of man, that he is, 

“at his best estate, altogether vanity” (Ps. 39:5). 

2b. It is not to be found in a natural or unregenerate man; such a man is 
always uneasy and disquieted; as restless as the troubled sea, and the 
waves thereof; let him be in pursuit of what he may, he never arrives to it 
to satisfaction; is it wisdom and knowledge he seeks after, as his first 
parents did? he gets no content; but finds, that in much wisdom is much 
grief and vexation of spirit; and that, by an increase of knowledge sorrow 
is increased. Is it pleasure in the gratification of the senses? these are 
soon palled with it, and new pleasures are wanting; and these, when had, 
like the former, issue in bitter reflections and remorse of conscience. 

Is it worldly honour, fame, and applause of men? these are fickle, 
transitory things, not to be depended on, and seldom last long; and 
amidst them there is something that mars the pride and ambition of men; 
as Mordecai’s not bowing to Haman made the latter uneasy and 
discontented, notwithstanding the profusion of honours conferred upon 
him. Or is it wealth and riches? these are very uncertain and unsatisfying 
things, as has been observed. There is nothing can satisfy the mind of 
man but God himself; and if a man lives without God in the world, let him 
have what he will, he lives a discontented life; none but a godly man is a 
contented man; there may be content with godliness, but without it there 
is none." 

Spirit and the Universe or Muitiverse 

As mankind's knowledge has reached the horizon of a multi-verse he still 
ironically has the problem of worldliness and materialism as an end in- 
itself. With a vast range of variable physical 'constants' possible in a Multi- 
verse, he has difficulty in imagining a Supreme Being who can create the 
entire Multi-verse energy field and differentiate it from monism to be 
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infinite pluralism and even have an interest in each individual soul that 
arises to exist from energy processing through particle-wave quanta stars 
and star dust forms to atoms aggregating over time as planets and 
sentient life. 

What about a conventional Universe? Today maybe that means a single 
Universe. It is reasonable that the Genesis refers to Earth creation 
parameters of one Universe-perhaps the only one-yet may just the 
relevant Universe so far as people go (this must be a concern that a 
parent could have explaining to an only child that she won't be loved less 
if there is a new member of the family (or another Universe). It is possible 
to consider the time literals from Genesis for one Universe in more than 
one way. 

It is possible for a deterministic Universe to exist (since a Universe exists 
and might be determined). It is reasonable to consider the issue a little 
further perhaps. 

One would tend to make an evaluation about the state of pre-destination 
or determinism in the Universe on the basis of extrapolating from 
observation and inferences or interpretation of revelation I would think. 
The Second Law of thermodynamics 88 and the arrow of time seem to 
support the idea that everything is determined within certain limits. 

Quantum mechanics and the standard model indicate that all interactions 
of quanta are pre-determined to occur with certain values and rules of 
order. Degrees of freedom of motion and of association of quanta have a 
determined element with an element of uncertainty simultaneously in 
order to allow structure to exist and change to occur. Being and 
nothingness are common elements of existence. 

“Testimonium divinitatis est veritas divinationis. ’’-Tertu 11 ian. 

"To foretell things contingent, which depend upon no natural causes, is 
peculiar to Deity.” 

There is another interesting point; that of different categories of infinites. 
Cantor and Godel developed a logic of trans-fine sets and of a set of all 
sets conundrum respectively, yet there may be another transformative 
sort of infinity, or a different kind of infinity that differs in destination rather 
than just cardinal or ordinal character. One can imagine a contemporary 
theologian like minded with Augustine contemplating infinities in relation 
to God. 

An infinite series of numbers may morph at some point into something 
else, such as a line of natural numbers morphing into a cloud of numbers, 
and that may exemplify the space-time or phenomenal importance of 
location for infinite series. Alternatively an infinite series could just 
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continue, yet as a singularity at T=0 extrapolated from Einstein's field 
equations 89 might lead one to contemplate is thought of as reducible 
infinitely with recursively concentrating gravity, the abstraction of an 
infinite series might be changed by the physics of quanta and permissible 
forms of being. A singularity could morph into a field or cloud I guess. 

One cannot be certain about the metaphysics of the solid-state energy 
field that is the Universe. Innumerable dimensions morphing like ghosts 
through one another creating temporal physics here and there are 
possible. It’s been noted that the Universe could be a hologram-like event 
horizon around the black hole in a five-dimensional meta-verse. I believe 
that God created the Universe myself and have thought about the six 
days of creation equated with the special theory of relativity and a 
differential value for how mankind observers speed-of-light values for God 
as something in the billions of years range (Twin's Paradox 90 ). 

If one uses a realm-of-forms 91 context for quantum forms like one¬ 
dimensional branes 92 , quarks, atoms, etc. and any given field such as a 
Higgs field presenting the energy quanta that appears to observers to be 
mass it would be reasonable to consider the zero-mass context for light, 
the speed of light as a massless quanta and that relation to Spirit as 
faster than light in so far as it transcends the matrix of space-time and 
energy-mass comprising the Universe clump of energy-mass. God wills it 
to exist for a while. 

Dual Booting a Natural Universe; Cosmology 101 

God created creatures called humans. In this paradigm the creatures 
learn through divine revelation that God is real and concerned about 
them. That is humanity has received sufficient communication to put 
together the Bible. What about God’s point of view of things? We don’t 
often consider that (as if we could) yet we might act a little as if we did in 
order to understand our own situation as human beings a little better. 

God is. God is the great I am. God is God. God is being. Creating 
creatures or anything sentient with its own Universe is like dual booting 
an operating system that isn’t aware that it exists within a larger OS. God 
can set aside a partitioned area of the omnipotent hard drive and create a 
Universe or Multi-verse within it containing people , animals , matter and 
energy with its own protocols of order. It has death in it-nothingness 
delimiting the temporal boundaries of the creatures. Like an operating 
system that won’t be maintained forever-like Windows XP unfortunately- 
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humanity in the partitioned Universe just won’t be maintained in their 
contingent being beyond a certain, finite date. 

Within the partitioned area of the hard drive 93 the existence of the 
partition cannot be known. Only revelation arriving from God transcending 
the partition can inform the creatures of the true nature of their existence. 
Though mankind as fallen, temporal being subject to evolutionary 
thermodynamic entropy has implicit facts, obedience to the revealed will 
of God frees humanity from that bondage to sin. Sin is fundamental 
disobedience to the will of God. 

Sin is itself an aspect of nothingness. Being and nothingness is the 
veritable dichotomy of good and evil. Evil and sin is the brinksmanship in 
disobedience unto nothingness. 

Philosophically speaking God is the unmoved mover Being all things. He 
is Lord of everything. Nothing is a mysterious element that permits free 
will to make errors; errors, falsehoods and intentions leading to 
nothingness. Containing disobedient free will within the temporal Universe 
is a brilliant way of adapting the altered spiritual condition of the beta 
version humans Adam and Eve to a Universal environment 
commensurate with their change. It has strife and challenge. Yet God still 
cares about His creatures and the Son appeared as man himself in order 
to give humanity a way to return to a normative, obedient relation with 
God. Jesus Christ is God as is the Holy Spirit. The trinity cohere within 
one another for-us. 

The Universal operating system 94 has physical cosmology of great 
interest with the pursuit of knowledge of that system developed in natural 
philosophy. God is however, live, eternal and creations and everything 
else are contingent aspects of His own Being. God is all Being yet not all 
sentient beings are God. In a comparable way-all of the data and 
programs in an operating system of a contingent operating system were 
created by the meta-operating system programmer and are in a sense 
‘his’ too, however not all of the individual lines of code in the contingent 
Universe OS are the operating system. Anyone who has looked at the 
files on Windows knows that not all files including program files can be 
said to be the Windows operating system. 

Perhaps I didn’t make that last point very clear. Here is another point of 
difference yet, Windows isn’t the hardware comprising the computer 
whereas the operating system for the contingent Universe in its 
partitioned area comprises that Universe’s hardware. 

The steady-state Universe 95 of entangled quantum mass and energy (not 
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Hoyle's Steady State theory) is regarded by some as information or bits 
of data with locations running in accord with thermodynamic physical laws 
of causality. The OS is the hardware flowing from an original boundary 
condition at the point of origin-Big Bang, Inflaton, Membrane or 
Dimension collisions whatever. That Universe exists as a partitioned 
area-one cannot locate evidence of the metaphysics of the realm beyond 
the partition because God exists beyond, spiritually. Only through the 
word of God and in particular the Lord Jesus Christ can one return to 
freedom with obedience to the will of God. God forgives the sin of the 
fallen creatures of the temporal partition if they accept the Son as their 
Lord. 

Jesus Christ made the atoning sacrifice on the cross. He showed that 
God recognizes the fallen human condition and condemns it even in His 
Son yet because Jesus Christ was resurrected God showed that there is 
a way through and away from that temporal human condition leading to 
death and unto the right eternal relationship with the Creator transcending 
the temporal Universe and sin. God does not condemn God. In other 
words God didn’t condemn Jesus Christ-only the temporal physical form 
of mankind existing in the partitioned Universe OS. People have the 
ability to overcome their programmed D.N.A. and have faith in the Lord 
and His sacrifice providing a way unto the right relationship with God and 
eternal life in heaven (the operating system beyond the partition where 
God is the evident administrator). 

Adding Up Six Days of Creation with Special Relativity 

God issued light straight away in the first fraction of a second of 
Creation. Then he worked six days. I will consider how special relativity 
relates to the creation early-in particular the six days of creation. Take a 
literal value of the word ‘day’ in Genesis 1. It isn’t about deciding that the 
word day really means ‘watermelon’ or ‘night’. I considered the fact of day 
as a unit understood in the 2nd millennium B.C. mostly referring to the 
period where the Earth turns one full revolution (though the ancients 
didn’t know that the Earth rotated) and from that point made an inference. 

I think God would work more than 8 hours a day-maybe 10. Some people 
include night as part of day of course. Though if someone said that it was 
6 days walk to village delta they may have meant walking all night too, or 
not. If one wanted to walk at night and take that risk maybe village delta 
was three days walk-one can't be sure about the specific use sometimes. 
They might have meant just walking in the light when lions weren't 
prowling about. 

I will note a minor point before moving on to comment on the relation of 
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special relativity to the six days of creation. In Genesis 1 -5“ln the 
beginning God created the heaven and the earth.2 And the earth was 
without form, and void; and darkness was upon the face of the deep. And 
the Spirit of God moved upon the face of the waters.3 And God said, Let 
there be light: and there was light.4 And God saw the light, that it was 
good: and God divided the light from the darkness.5 And God called the 
light Day, and the darkness he called Night. And the evening and the 
morning were the first day.” 

There is an empty space evidently before light or anything else existed. 

In contemporary cosmology though energy was created at T=0 light did 
not emerge until the CMB scattering at 380 thousand years post time=0. 

The Twins Paradox 

God created the qualities that Einstein would later discover and name 
special relativity too. Relativity probably was issued simultaneously with 
energy. One must know the Twin’s paradox to understand the points at 
issue. I will briefly explain the Twin’s paradox 96 ... 

A pair of twins standing on the Earth one morning looking toward the 
sky. Twin Brother A says to Twin Brother B- “I will take yonder space ship 
resting in the pasture on a six day mission at the speed of light to get 
some sugar for my coffee from the store, try to get some work done while 
I am gone.” 

Twin A walks over to the spaceship, gets inside, sits down, buckles up 
and accelerates in a streak through the clouds. 

Twin A reaches the store on his third day, buys a pound if sugar and 
some High Country coffee and heads back to Earth. His ship chronometer 
says that six days have passed, yet when he reaches Earth the 
chronometer in the pasture says 26 billion years have elapsed. Twin B 
who remained at rest on Earth had himself encased in plastic, shrink- 
wrapped and hermetically sealed with an atomic clock stopwatch placed 
on his head. It also has recorded the passage of 26 billion years. Space 
and time is one field. Traveling at the speed of light has time dilation 
effects; in comparison to time for a stationary observer time passes 
slower. This is not a matter of a literal interpretation of language. Special 
relativity applied in the 3rd century B.C. too-as well as at the creation; it is 
a characteristic of space-time built into the Universe. 

Time may actually be a concatenation of four three or four space 
dimensions-sheets moving through one another with time being the point 
of intersection of the dimension sheets. It might also be that mass or 
energy does not exist in a steady state anyplace beside the region of 
dimension intersection where quanta become entangled. 

Because God issued light first thing, I used the speed of light as the 
basic measure for creation work at time=0 contrasting God as Twin A and 
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mankind as Twin B. 


The Time Parameters of Creation in Genesis 

Six days of creation is the parameter given in the book of Genesis for 
Creation. The first day was concluded before Earth or mankind existed. 
Thus it seems almost a post hoc ergo propter hoc 97 logical error-an 
intrinsically vain and humanist error of equating the days of God to those 
of men and women. Some insist on giving human literal values to the 
term 'day' used in the K.J.V. with a unique sort of Platonic, non-relativistic 
meaning of 'day'. Newton made a similar mistake about the nature of 
time 98 . The ancients believed time was the same all over the Universe. If 
it's 1 pm. in West Palm Beach it is the same time on Alpha Centauri. The 
ancients did not have advanced knowledge of time zones, G.M.T. and so 
forth (obviously). Until the renaissance the concept of galaxies was 
virtually unknown though Kant knew, 99 and until the 20th century the 
existence of extra galaxies unproven. 

Dark Ages literalism is unreasonable instance of the effort to reinforce a 
particular dark ages cosmological hermeneutic for the book of Genesis. 
Strict scriptural reading does find mention of a beginning or concluding 
Big Bang or Big noise to begin or end the Creation. It is important not to 
read into the Bible terms such as 'Universe' instead of creation willy nilly. 
Inconsistent use of hermeneutic (a theological modal logic lexicon of 
terms and meaning values for interpreting scripture) can produce inexact 
an erroneous results just as sloppy astrophysics may in its own field. I do 
not mean to say though, that it is unreasonable to draw inferences and 
ideas regarding the steady state of the Universe and cosmology from 
scripture in comparison and contrast with what is known of the observable 
Universe today. No longer do scientists, Dark Age theorists or Mickey 
Mouse believe that 'the green cheese of the moon will fall to the Earth 
thus feeding us a//' 100 ( a columnist, Anthony Lewis, developed that line in 
a column about U.S. economic policy). 

Grudgingly perhaps some literalists admit the world is not flat and that 
the Sun does not circle around the Earth. Even so the recalcitrance of 
select evangelicals to adopt relativity as a valid parameter when 
interpreting Genesis can lead to some bad science and hermeneutic. 
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Genesis chapter 1 verses 1-5 

“1 In the beginning God created the heaven and the earth. 2 And the 
earth was without form, and void; and darkness was upon the face of the 
deep. And the Spirit of God moved upon the face of the waters. 3 And 
God said, Let there be light: and there was light. 4 And God saw the light, 
that it was good: and God divided the light from the darkness.5 And God 
called the light Day, and the darkness he called Night. And the evening 
and the morning were the first day.” 

Christians should stipulate that God's power travels at least at the speed 
of light. The famous Twin's paradox used to explain time dilation in the 
special theory of relativity can usefully be applied to the following Genesis 
one parameters in order to show how many human days it would take 
traveling at 25,000 M.P.H. to go as far as God could at the speed of light 
in the same six days. 

5.785344x10 12 miles traveling at c (the speed of light) for six days 

33,323,581,440 years it would take traveling at 25,000 mph to travel 
5.785344x10 12 miles 

That is, six days of creation for God would take approximately 33 billion 
human years. Since I used the value of 25,000 for human rocket travel 
without time dilation speed effects of greater than 1% and the number 
might actually be somewhat higher I may have generated too high of a 
value for the human experience. It could perhaps be just a few billion 
years. 

God however is eternal and in some way may configure dimensions to 
create the complex appearance of energy and fields, space-time and 
form. His power would be super-luminal of course because all space-time 
coordinates and energized fields are contained within His being. 

Evolution & Biological Selection in Context 

It seems like the devil wants to play God more than anything else 

The greatest human mathematician who has so far ever lived-Karl 
Friedrich Gauss 101 , seldom provided the methods whereby he discovered 
or constructed his solutions to ground breaking theoretical math 
problems. Gauss just published the solution and mathematicians could 
themselves wonder about how he did it and maybe find the method for 
themselves. I think that God has a similar presentation or omission of his 
mechanics or methods for constructing things of the Universe in scripture. 
One reads that God did this or that, and thought this or that, yet not that 
God used subroutine A or A' to send quantum spin to color quarks 1 
through infinity. In fact one wonders if such deconstructive 102 methods of 
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building a Universe would not be nominal if presented, since God might 
have an infinite number of methods of constructing a Universe and is not, 
anyway limited to mechanistic assembly methods as a pure, omnipotent 
and omniscient Spirit. 

So I find nothing in the Bible that is in implicitly in opposition to evolution 
as a tool or form for paradigm constructions in the Genesis account of 
creation, yet nothing either in direct support of anything besides God 
creating everything that exists. There are few details, as I mentioned, of 
how the actual mass and energy states went together. One is provided 
with a summary and general account of God's work that is an outline. If a 
computer could solve an equation in a fraction of a second that a human 
would require thousands of years to work out themselves with libraries full 
of paper recording how it was done, it might provide technical details on 
request by a human of how the equation was solved in its machine 
language of zeros and ones, except it wouldn't be very economical or 
actually useful to a human being. God as a Spirit though doesn't even 
need the machine language processing and simply may will things to be, 
and even that is perhaps not what actually happens as God is. 
Explanations and accounts for sentient, contingent beings may be 
nominal. 

Human beings practicing science study was is given to them that is mass 
and energy in a steady state of quantum entanglement (as opposed to all¬ 
possible worldlines of quantum super-positioning) evidently in a Higgs 
Field. 

A physicist wrote that the atomic nuclei comprising 99.95% of the mass 
of steel take up just 0.000000000001% of the volume 103 . There is a great 
empty space in steel generally as well as most mass. It is the electrical 
forces holding nuclei together as well, as the improbability of random 
fusions of mass of different kinds together willy nilly, that lets mass 
constructions of macro scale form. Human beings are such forms 
themselves and regard forms that exist in a standard steady state field 
context with scientific curiosity. Still they are studying the given Universe 
from a phenomenal position 'inside' the creation to reason about how it 
functions. It does function obviously with spatial-temporal process that 
some call evolution, although at the largest level physical cosmologists 
believe evolution is time-reversible in theory yet improbable. 

Even so it is difficult to reason from the observed creation, comparable 
perhaps to an automobile, to describe the creator, or to negate the 
possibility of a creator, even if the car seems to be mostly self-contained, 
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although the energy input from a primordial field before a singular has to 
exist in order to power up and create or evolve a print-on-demand car in a 
steady-state field with some supporting peripheral processes; the car 
might have been created by extra-terrestrials and teleported to Earth for 
all the scientific mechanics investigators may know if the manufacturer 
did not leave a sticker in the window. 

Natural selection begs the point of non-theistic selection. Biological 
selection and mechanisms or operations mode are better, less biased 
terms for Darwinist approaches describing the history of biological life on 
Earth. Biological evolution may be true so far as it goes, yet it is not 
necessarily the sole or exclusive fact about life. As I have written earlier, 
Adam and Eve may have been interpolated in to an evolved world from a 
non-temporal garden of Eden as a way to bring a chosen people and the 
word of God to a planet populated with evolved beings little better than 
savage animals. 

One cannot preclude divine selection for all events and processes in the 
Universe as well as in the galaxies, star systems and planetary habitats 
that have life such as Earth. If pre-determinism of all physical states and 
forms of mass and energy so far as are necessary to conform with the will 
of God exist then even the dropping of a ball into a slot in a roulette wheel 
may be pre-determined not by placement of a corrupt magnet underneath 
the table but in conformity to quantum field conditions ordained by the 
Lord. 

If biological evolution is the proper term and paradigm for life on Earth 
from a scientific point of view, the subject itself is a rich study full of the 
abundance of life in the Universe. Individual people evolve themselves 
over a lifetime with different appearances caused by aging and other 
factors, and so might a species. Interracial breeding does change or 
evolve humanity within a lifetime observably. White people may become 
more non-white and black people less so. Pygmies may disappear as 
they breed with giants and those milk intolerant civilizations breeding with 
heavy milk drinkers may learn to sit down with cream in their coffee 104 . 

It is also reasonable that cosmological theory and geological researches 
absent of biological elements have established much data that supports 
the age of the Earth and solar system of between four and five billion 
years ago. Some Christian fundamentalists that dispute biological 
evolution also need to dispute geological evidence as well as macro and 
micro physics regarding the age of the material world. It is not very 
possible within the given physical continua to do so persuasively. 

If the Universe as a space-time and mass-energy continuum is the better 
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part of 14 billion years old 105 , we know that time is relative and the 
quantum Universe a phenomenal appearance in a great void of 
uncertainty and unknowablity that God may treat entirely as a whole and 
alter any of its states and components if he wills. Yet for God to alter the 
created Universe frequently would be to make the Universe and 
incoherent and uncomfortably place. An omniscient designer would have 
no need to continually readjust the settings on his Universe as if it were 
an experimental project that went down like a crashed operating system 
here and there. 

Biological evolution is contained within the physical and aging cosmos, 
space-time seems to have a direction outward, yet it is relative and alters 
at a variable speed here and there. Time dilation 106 occurs when traveling 
near the speed of light. Scientists need to make relativistic corrections for 
g.p.s. satellites orbiting the Earth. Life has existed on earth for some time- 
perhaps as much as 4 billion years as a microorganism 107 . 

It is common for some of humanity to think that the Bible creation story is 
an abbreviated version of biological evolution theory. It isn't, although it is 
not inconsistent with select parameters of the theory. The Bible was read 
and understood by most before modern science and there was no 
accurate scientific information about the origins of life. Many people took 
what is written in Genesis as a literal physical account of the appearance 
of all life on Earth too. 

Biological evolution theory is new theory not in the Bible, although God 
does create life on earth as well as the Universe not at once but in a 
series of God days starting when the Universe was without form and void. 
Many Christians that are neither scientists nor theologians, and some that 
are, thought that the dual creation of life on Earth accounts cannot be 
simultaneously true. They can. Much time has been spent by adherents 
of each side to disprove the other viewpoint. Yet this is a section on 
biological evolution, so I will continue with that for the time being. 

“Gen. 2:7. And the LORD God formed man of the dust of the ground, 
and breathed into his nostrils the breath of life; and man became a living 
soul.” 

“Gen. 2:22. And the rib, which the LORD God had taken from man, 
made he a woman, and brought her unto the man.” 

“Gen. 2:7. And the LORD God formed man of the dust of the ground, 
and breathed into his nostrils the breath of life; and man became a living 
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soul. “ 

“Job 35:11. Who teacheth us more than the beasts of the earth, and 
maketh us wiser than the fowls of heaven? “ 

“Eccl. 12:7. Then shall the dust return to the earth as it was: and the 
spirit shall return unto God who gave it. Matt. 10:28. And fear not them 
which kill the body, but are not able to kill the soul: but rather fear him 
which is able to destroy both soul and body in hell. Luke 23:43. And 
Jesus said unto him, Verily I say unto thee, To day shalt thou be with me 
in paradise.” 

“Gen. 1:26-27. And God said, Let us make man in our image, after our 
likeness: and let them have dominion over the fish of the sea, and over 
the fowl of the air, and over the cattle, and over all the earth, and over 
every creeping thing that creepeth upon the earth. So God created man in 
his own image, in the image of God created he him; male and female 
created he them.” 

“Col. 3:10. And [ye] have put on the new man, which is renewed in 
knowledge after the image of him that created him.” 

The Evolution of Eve's Womb 

Christians read in Genesis that Eve was made from a rib taken from 
Adam while he slept. That is a hint about how the womb evolved. 

Consider that the womb and eggs couldn't be evolved separately or 
externally from 'Adam'. They needed to be fully functional from the start or 
humanity would not be able to reproduce. The womb and egg 
reproductive 'unit had to be extracted completely functioning from the 
multi-cellular creature and continue working seamlessly. As an intact 
internally evolved unit that was removed from its Adam source that 
continued functioning sexual reproduction could occur rather than 
asexual. 

The asexual reproductive male -female unit became sexual when the 
female egg and womb unit was removed, free floating and able to receive 
the sperm of any male unit. Eve's extraction and development from a 
substantial piece of Adam equivalent to a 'rib' let the species experiment 
through marriage adaptively for the best solutions to external challenges. 

One wonders why God created mankind or even the Universe when He 
was perfect for-himself. A hint is given in Genesis when God said; 'it is not 
good that man should be alone'. God developed companionable sexual 
pluralism and directed mankind to 'be fruitful and multiply. Thus the 
species arose from a process a billion of years in the works. The 
appearance of mankind was pre-determined from the beginning or 
whenever God willed it to be so. God allowed contingent sentient (not 
omniscient) creatures to exist. 

From existing in a more abstract and spiritual context in the mind of God 


though made from matter, Adam was put to sleep and the evolution of 
Eve necessarily from Adam followed. When Adam awakened with Eve in 
the garden of Eden perhaps hundreds of millions of years have passed 
and Adam and Eve arise as reborn creatures closer to the modern era 
circa 30,000 y.b.p. 

In the garden Adam and Eve were a 'crop' tended by God. They were 
logically cast out of 'the garden' of the development league when they 
were fully grown and ready for prime time as human beings. 

Cosmology 

God the Father is greater than imaginable. Greater than all the worlds 
possible, of all possible model universes imaginable, a whole greater than 
the some of parts that appear in the temporal Universe. The Son is the 
Word of God. Apparently one may use the names interchangeably. 

Maybe it is helpful to think of him as the CEO of God-while of the Father 
God regard Flim as the owner of the corporation. 

When writing about cosmology it is helpful to not neglect to mention the 
mind and psychology. Neither is well enough understood in regard to how 
human thought at the conscious level exists in relation to the 
subconscious, to the external world of percepts, and to the macro¬ 
quantum fields in which it exists unaware of quantum mechanical 
composition. The mind arises at some point in the history of the cosmos 
as a phenomenal concatenation between the quantum fields that let it 
exist and the boundaries of the physical body in which it is embedded and 
exists. If the Anthropic principle 108 considerations are remarkable the 
existence of the mind at this point in the existence of the Universe is 
doubly so. 

Physical cosmology has posited a hidden 'reality' that is at the core of 
quantum cosmology. Before a basic field exists such as the Higgs field 109 
wherein all other particle-waves of this Universe are believed to get their 
mass, there may be a field of pure mathematics-as weird as that sounds. 
That mathematics to my way of thinking may describe locations of a 
topography generated by the spirit of God. 

The subconscious exists as a preconscious substratum and does more 
than just provide Jungian archetypes of the collective unconscious or 
Freudian imagery. The subconscious also serves as a preconscious 
computer making hidden connections, supplying consciously absent 
answers, solving conscious problems and assembling creative insights,

inventions and ideas that appear in the conscious mind from out of 
nowhere. Between the hidden topography of the hidden quantum reality 
in-itself and the hidden subconscious mind there may be hidden 
connections not at all well understood or even discovered. And that is 
about all I have to say on the topic of mind and psychology in regard to 
Biblical and quantum cosmology. Three spatial dimensions moving along 
a dimension of space of a different shape may create an appearance of 
time. 

Time as moving space dimensions is one way of considering numerous 
possible configurations of space-time. A four-dimensional Universe 
seems to exist to those people living in the region where the four 
dimensions coincide. There are so many possible configurations of 
dimensions and Universes-especially if one uses an infinite number of 
dimensions that it is would be mind-boggling to calculate it. Imagine if the 
dimensional sheets themselves change size and/or shape create 
compound dimensional fields with topology of their own! 

Maybe that is something for mathematicians, physicists and the 
subconscious to work on. 

Wondering about the Holy Spirit; one may know what idea one has of the 
Holy Spirit yet find nothing to say to compare it to. The Holy Spirit is a 
person-a person of God, and is God. Maybe the Holy Spirit is a role of 
God descriptive of God's activity. In ancient Greece verbs were used that 
became nouns over time. 

Maybe the Holy Spirit can work on dimensions and topographies that 
comprise coherent math quanta like a sentient operating system in a 
computer could modify and rewrites the programming code in which 
human beings cohere. The Holy Spirit is the primary field agent of God 
configuring things such as they need to be. The Father, the Word and the 
Holy Spirit are one however. So am I embedded in a Higgs field as a 
state of quantum entanglement shaped with field forces to satisfy a pre¬ 
determined cosmology of the system where even evolution seems to 
have a role accomplishing the will of God for a particular order to develop. 
The physics of the Universe drive all variations selected to conform to 
inevitable states of being of an existential Universe. 

Where elements of pre-determinism start and finish in the Universe are 
difficult to determine. Heisenberg's uncertainty principle 110 is a descriptive 
rather than an implicit waveform collapse selector. So many have pointed 
out the natural selector of a wave collapse experiences a phenomenal 
dust up of actualization that adds some sort of information and energy to 
an observed system. Appearances of energy and mass with their 
uncertain protocol boundaries and content apparently unbounded except 
within deterministic quantum relationships make me wonder about 
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Universal management and its potential for phase changes. 

If one has evolution theory one also ought to have quantum theory and 
the philosophy of modal universes and the transcendence of purpose 
inherent in temporal space-time to liven up discussion from the limited 
range intellectual tools concerning biology to one cognizant of 
determinism in natural selection and a meta-structural, conformal logic of 
physics regarding meta-criteria for natural selection. God may have an 
infinity of modal universe potentials, yet must they all be assembled in 
one temporal order in respect of His eternal now in relation to contingent 
space-time? Does God not order space as well as time for-himself-in 
eternity? 

Space and time in the temporal manifestation cohere in one expanding 
or traveling multi-dimensional Universe field. The formation era before a 
big bang 111 and inflation phase of energy ought to have a limit to the 
number of its potential configurations arising in coalescence from virtual 
energy 112 . There should be a very large but infinite number of possible 
formations of contingent Universes that could appear as well. There is a 
very large yet finite number of possible configurations of pieces on a 
chess board, because there is a finite number of pieces and positions in 
configuration and phase space. God may choose to reshape a pre¬ 
singularity field to be or become more or different than what it might be in 
its range of freedom states of emergence from virtual energy space, yet 
none other. 

Natural selections that occur as an implicit features of inertial assembly 
follow initial boundary conditions of the Universe delimiting possibilities of 
the subsequent space-time contingent field. A process evolution of 
complexity eliminates possibilities of alternate courses of development 
reciprocally. I believe it is thought that transcends physical boundaries 
best to create new possibilities, and it is spirit that surpasses the physical 
actualizations of the physically best and foremost. 

While some physical theorists deny theistic creation with the indirect 
explanation that the Anthropic Principle and the fine-tuned universe 113 is a 
chance selection of infinite Universe potentials and one of those that can 
work; as only those that can work and are suitable for human life do, it is 
also the case that predetermined forms for life exist in that fine-tuned 
Universe that are not at all matters of random chance. If one placed a one 
dollar bet at Las Vegas and won a million dollars the only time in one's life 
that one gambled, the jackpot is predetermined still as all that could exist 
within the boundary conditions. I would think that principle would apply to 
planetary life within any sort of galactic energy-mass charge 
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configuration, and regardless of the manner in which God set the 
Universe to be and become with an operating system that moves along 
with reasonably known physical laws and orders of development. 

What does modern cosmology tell us of the Universe? It is apparently 
about 13.8 billion years old. Cosmic microwave background observations 
from special telescopes can view microwave radiation that existed when 
the Universe was 400,000 years old 114 . At that time the Universe had 
cooled enough from its very high temperature hotter than the sun wherein 
it had been producing helium and deuterium from hydrogen fusion. The 
ancient microwave signals are the cooled down remnant of the initial vary 
high plasma temperatures. The background microwave radiation of the 
Universe today a a little more than 3 degrees kelvin is the remnant. The 
density of matter in the space-time is exceedingly tiny. And space-time is 
expanding. 

The observable Universe can be thought of as approximately 13.7 years 
billion old relatively speaking for several physically theoretical and 
observationally confirmed reasons. One is that with the speed of light and 
light-waves shift to the red 115 when moving away, and blue when 
approaching, it is possible to determine how far away known supernovas 
are in space and time. When astronomers observe stars with great red- 
shifts of billions of light years it means that what they see is how the stars 
appeared billions of years ago before their photons began their journey 
toward Earth. Along with calculations from the General Theory of 
Relativity 116 it is possible to calculate the amount of time and scale of the 
past cosmology and age of the Universe. 

It is not a conclusive and exhaustive determination of the age of the 
Universe and of its mass and energy though. Even though cosmological 
evolution along the general lines of the General theory of relativity and of 
Friedman-Gamow's Big Bang model generally appears true, though with 
several modifications, the philosophical, theological and physical 
interpretations of the data may be taken in numerous ways. 

In a sense the Big Bang theory is like an island alone in an ocean that is 
true enough yet surrounded by a number of below the surface ideas that 
pertain to the complete theoretical structure emanated or willed by God to 
exist. Even so it is fascinating to consider the many elements of physical 
cosmology. 

No one really knows what space-time is. Space-time are united in one 
field in modern physics rather than treated separately. If one goes near 
the speed of light one experiences low passage of time compared to one 
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that is stationary, yet one near light speed picks up nearly infinite mass as 
if traveling through space-time near the speed of light makes mass 
infinitely heavy. Maybe space-time itself gives particles their mass, and 
perhaps space-time has a close association with the Higgs field as well 
as all particles. If a low mass particle travels though area units of 
spacetime at a light speed pace it might concatenate the spacetime area 
gravitational characteristics of the entire area through which it travels 
summing up the mass qualification to nearly infinite I suppose. 

Space-time in general relativity might be regarded as a vast rubber sheet 
equally supported at all points. At time=0 it was of very smile size, a little 
larger than a singular. In the expansion of the Universe it stretched out at 
various speeds in 2 dimensions (an analogy here for simple illustration 
purposes). During the inflationary area it increased its size greatly at 
faster than light speed (there was no mass then, only energy). The rubber 
sheet Universe is made of energy and yet is also space and time. 

Imagine an extra-dimensional super-player in a metaphorical history of 
space-time that is the Universe who can stretch the space-time sheet 
wherever he puts his foot down-lie at a black hole. This fifth dimensional 
guy is named Gravity. No one really knows who or what gravity is; he just 
influences the topological shape of the 4-dimensional sheet of space- 
time. With little imbalances in the equal distribution of energy in the 
beginning (I might more about that latter), the haves attract more and 
sycophants move toward the haves. In the era after 400,000 when atoms 
had begun to form and would snowball latter, the clustering of mass and 
energy was determined. Clusters of mass pressed down on the rubber 
sheet that was expanding simultaneously producing little valleys here and 
there attracting more mass to form larger clusters. Those clusters 
eventually became stars and galaxies as the sheet expanded becoming 
millions and billions of light years in size.

Elementary particles were created and destroyed by the ultimate particle 
accelerator in the first moments of the universe.” 

“There was matter and there was antimatter. When they met, they 
annihilated each other and created light. Somehow, it seems that there 
was a tiny fraction more matter than antimatter, so when nature took its 



course, the universe was left with some matter, no antimatter, and a 
tremendous amount of light. Today, WMAP measures that there is more 
than a billion times more light than matter.” 

We aren't made of hydrogen! 

“WMAP determined that about 4.4% of the mass and energy of the 
universe is contained in atoms (protons and neutrons). All of life is made 
from a portion of this 4.4.%” 

“The only chemical elements created at the beginning of our universe 
were hydrogen, helium and lithium, the three lightest atoms in the periodic 
table. These elements were formed throughout the universe as a hot gas. 
It's possible to imagine a universe where elements heavier than lithium 
would never formed and life never developed. But that is not what 
happened in our universe.” 

“We are carbon-based life forms. We are made of and drink water (H 2 0). 
We breathe oxygen.” 

“Carbon and oxygen were not created in the Big Bang, but rather much 
later in stars. All of the carbon and oxygen in all living things are made in 
the nuclear fusion reactors that we call stars. The early stars are massive 
and short-lived. They consume their hydrogen, helium and lithium and 
produce heavier elements. When these stars die with a bang they spread 
the elements of life, carbon and oxygen, throughout the universe. New 
stars condense and new planets form from these heavier elements. The 
stage is set for life to begin. Understanding when and how these events 
occur offer another window on the evolution of life in our universe. 

WMAP determined that the first stars in the universe arose only about 
200 million years after the Big Bang. But what made the stars?” 

Things that go bump in the night. 

“The motor for making stars (and galaxies) came early and was very 
subtle. Before the completion of the first fraction of a second of the 
universe, sub-atomic scale activity, tiny "quantum fluctuations", drove the 
universe towards stars and life. With the sudden expansion of a pinhead 
size portion of the universe in a fraction of a second, random quantum 
fluctuations inflated rapidly from the tiny quantum world to a macroscopic 
landscape of astronomical proportions. Why do we believe this? Because 
the microwave afterglow light from the Big Bang has an extraordinarily 
uniform temperature across the sky. There has not been time for the 
different parts of the universe to come into an equilibrium with each other 
*unless* the regions had exponentially inflated from a tiny patch. The only 
way the isotropy (uniformity) could have arisen is if the different regions 
were in thermal equilibrium with each other early in the history of the 
universe, and then rapidly inflated apart. WMAP has verified that other 
predictions from the inflation theory also appear to be true.” 

”Quantum Fluctuations are the random nature of matter's state of 
existence or nonexistence. At these incredibly small sub-atomic scales, 



the state of reality is fleeting, changing from nanosecond to nanosecond.” 
end of excerpt 

The Multiverse May Be Like a Monad to God 

Where a space-time sheet is stretched space-time stretches, obviously. 
Traveling across the sheet one would experience the passage of time 
differently in differently shaped and stretched topological regions of the 
sheet. The rate of passage would also affect the experience of time and 
experience of mass. 

One might imagine gravity as walking on the surface of the sheet 
producing this or that depression or bounce as his mass moves. Mass, 
unlike Mr. Gravity, has no intellect or will to move itself and exploit a 
bounce on space-time. 

Maybe a better way to consider gravity in regard to space-time is that it 
is an extra dimension-a fifth dimension to which mass in four dimensions 
is attracted. The more mass is aggregated the greater is the shape of 
space-time bent toward the hidden extra dimension. Perhaps the 5th 
dimension pins our four dimensions to it through a short-circuit or macro¬ 
quantum tunneling of gravity. 

The expansion of space-time has been observed and interpreted 
theoretically to be increasing. The Universe is moving apart faster-than- 
light is some regions. That can be easy to understand. It does not need to 
violate Einstein's special theory where nothing can travel faster than light. 

If one has a yardstick and inserts a new inch unit into it at every other 
inch, and repeats the procedure long enough-with the new inches coming 
from an extra dimension or some sort of process where by concentrating 
mass frees up new space to be inserted into space as new inch units- 
eventually the yardstick may be a light year across and doubling 
exponentially in size. Easily once can see that the opposite ends of the 
yardstick or stretch sheet would travel apart faster than light though 
nothing on the sheet itself would be traveling anywhere near light speed. 

Considering space-time expanding as a kind of unit itself does lead one 
to regard the true void as something in which space-time exists and 
expands. In the beginning the Universe was void and without form. 
Space-time is an event that in four dimensions expands in the void. 
Empty space is itself a field-perhaps a virtual field comparable to a Higgs 
field, that exists with relativistic values, to serve the will of God. 

The Universe may be 52 billion light years across 117 today, yet the age of 
the Universe does not delimit its possible size-it may have arisen from 
membranes or dimension sheets rather than a singularity, and beyond the 
realm of the observable universe of space-time today that growth 13.7 or 
8 billion years ago may have been infinitely vast. 
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There are different kinds of infinities...some are greater than others. 
There are more numbers in the infinite series of natural numbers than 
there are in the infinite series of even numbers. Plainly the definition of 
infinite series are gerontological reductions from a unitary, monistic, 
infinite source of all contingent infinities. I believe that source is God who 
wills all things to exist that are inclusive of dimensions and forms of mass 
and energy in any configuration in or phase space. The apparent relative 
configurations, mass form, time and space that anyone with sentience 
could experience are all given with the will of God, inclusive of any 
sentient mind, for a specific purpose. 

While mankind and manufactured instruments improve new data 
acquisition methods about structures and content, input from 
observations reinforces scientific theoretical constructive interpretation of 
data. 

Inflation theory is one way of thinking about the Big Bang or expansion of 
the Universe from a small space. Inflation theory begins with expansive 
gravity. Gravity logically has a negative and positive side like most forces 
of energy. Negative gravity is attractive. It draws mass together. Positive 
pressure or a positive phase of gravity repels energy or expands space. It 
may be that the positive phase of energy affects just energy, and could be 
a kind of repulsion of some form of energy. 

Inflation theory of the Universe presents the idea that a subatomic region 
experienced expansive energy with positive pressure that double in size 
exponentially for a fraction of a second in the case of this particular 
universe. A quantum instability acted like a word spoken to begin. As 
energy was expanding space some of it converted into mass or at least a 
less energetic configuration of energy. It kept doubling its size every 
fraction of a second. That was an exponential rate of growth. At the end 
of 10 to the minus 35 seconds inflation stopped and the Universe was the 
size of a grapefruit 118 . It continued expanding at sub-light speed after that, 
whereas during inflation the doubling in size occurred over its diametric 
opposite ends faster than light. If one were to add together two radii that 
each expand at light speed in opposite directions the combined speed is 
2c or light speed squared. When the volume of the Universe doubled it 
also doubled the running total of light velocities added together so far. 

While the hyper-inflation of the Universe might have gone on, and may 
still be continuing forever, in some regions it stopped. Theorists have 
considered a Multi-verse of continuing inflationary areas with whirlpools of 
non-inflating spaces that are Universes within the infinite tree of inflation. 

Structures that may theoretically exist such as inflationary Multi-verses 
that account for the presence of energy and mass in various 
configurations with variable space and time regions are ways of 
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generating reasonable explanations for observable real structures. 
Spacetime really seems to be accelerating its expansion, gravity really 
seems to increase and diminish strength at the square of its distance. 
Cosmological data and theoretical explanations are made phenomenally 
by existing sentient minds experiencing their life within the energy field 
that is the foundation for all possible multi-verse configurations in space- 
time. 

There are good books such as Max Tegmark's 'Our Mathematical 
Universe' that go over inflation and Multi-verse theory in detail enough for 
general readers. It is interesting that dark energy is believed to be slowly 
creating an inflationary space doubling of the Universe every 8 billion 
years 119 . It is apparently possible because of relativity, to have spatial 
regions and Universes within larger spatial regions. No one is certain of 
what the primordial positive and negative phases of energy called gravity 
are or how energy exists at all. The word to begin for scientists generally 
would be associated with quantum fluctuations that stimulated symmetry 
breaking positive inflationary pressure. The theories are beautiful, yet not 
in conflict with the very basic information of Genesis that would neither 
confirm or deny most theoretical configuration or phase space model 
structures for energy and mass. Christians do not believe that God is less 
than omnipotent. Funding the existence of one or an infinity of Universes 
and inflationary spaces with energy in an infinity of channels or fields is 
another day's work for God if he wills it to be so. 

Plotinus, the One and a Multiverse of Broken 
Symmetries 

God's Perfection and Mankind's Original Sin of Being Less Than Perfect 

The neo-Platonist philosopher Plotinus developed the concept of the 
One (God) as the original perfect spiritual singularity in his collection of 54 
tractates named the Enneads. Being absolutely perfect spirit with 
omniscience, omnipotence and omnipresence the One had no need for 
anything else to be. Christians believe God is One yet with three persons- 
for-others. 

Plotinus wondered why the absolutely perfect One would create anything 
else. Why would a perfect Spirit create anything less than Himself, less 
than One existing apart from the all-in-One monistic fact. 

Plato and his realm of forms was the source of inspiration for Plotinus' 
ideas. Plotinus never really answered his own question about why the 
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One would create anything. Plotinus described a logical paradigm 
wherein the One emanates ideas that become actual apart from the One 
(God). The realm of ideas emanated is known as the realm of forms that 
Plato described in The Republic, and the Intelligence directs the realm of 
forms. The Intelligence is comparable to the word or Logos whom is 
Jesus Christ and of whom the Disciple John wrote of in opening his 
gospel. 

The realm of forms is a foundation realm of every possible configuration 
of being and of things that exist or will exist apart from the One. It might 
be comparable to an abstract mathematical field wherein every possible 
particle configuration that could occur in the Higgs field or elsewhere 
exists timelessly in thought stasis. 

The world of actual forms is incomplete and partial; none that arise in 
material being have actual perfection; all are temporal and haven't 
omniscience, omnipotence or omnipresence. Mankind are actualized 
forms themselves. Maybe the Schrodinger wave-function collapsing 120 a 
super-positioned quantum state is a way to think about broken forms 
arising from the realm of forms. Symmetry breaking 121 happens in the 
initial waveform collapse from possible perfect balance of quantum 
superposition. Subsequently a steady state realm of broken forms 
evolves through thermodynamic changes as God has destined. 

In the Garden of Eden mankind was in a near perfect relation to the One 
within their innocence. It seems as if the Garden of Eden was non¬ 
temporal and likely spiritually founded. It is possible that Adam though 
made from dust was yet in a closer relation to pure spirit. The fall took 
Adam and Eve farther away from spiritual perfection and down into a 
purely material realm of broken forms that is the cosmos and Earth. 

That brings me to the topic of salvation and mankind's need for relief 
from original sin. Mankind placed into the temporal material realm of 
broken forms has no way out; there isn't a way to directly return to the 
One. Jesus Christ; perfectly God and perfectly man, is the sole way for 
mankind unto the One. 

God sees Jesus whom is perfection within the One and is of the One 
when he regards the saved whom have accepted the Lord as their 
personal savior. The elect saved through the grace of God through the 
Lord Jesus Christ receive eternal life that is the state of the One. 

It is impossible for broken forms that are human beings, and for artificial 
intelligence, animals or stones to bring themselves unto the One. The 
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abundant providence of the Lord and the grace of election makes that 
unnecessary. Imperfection as human beings is transformed through the 
perfect atoning sacrifice of the Lord Jesus and thence may the saved 
return closer unto the One. 

That brings me to the topic of works versus grace. Works in-the-world 
could never result in perfection or perfect obedience to the will of God. 
The sole way to fully obey the will of God is to have faith in the Lord 
Jesus as one's savior. 

There is one final point to raise in this essay; how could God create 
anything imperfect if he is perfection in-himself? The question seems 
comparable to a paradigm of how could the One whom is pure monism 
though being three persons create a plural realm of forms and broken 
forms? 

Maybe the answer is that a multi-verse in an infinite number of forms is 
logically a manifestation of the omnipotence, omniscience and 
omnipresence of God. Creating every possible good thing is a logical 
activity of omnipotence. The infinite creative power of infinite plural things 
in every possible state of being is a power of God. Like a fog that covers 
some regions of land and water and may increase or decrease the realm 
visible to others, the will, providence and grace of God makes some 
things known and knowable and others not so within realms for sentient 
beings in order to be consistent with his creative parameters. The 
temporal ekstasis of past, present and future is an example. 

For God eternity is complete rather than incomplete as it appears to 
imperfect, incomplete beings existing in regions of his will for things 
actualized to be and become. Physicists too have speculated that matter 
already exists in past, present and future and it is human conscious 
movement along a ladder or route of time, space, mass and energy that is 
a spiritual journey appearing subjectively as outward or empirical 
change 122 . It is a strange Universe in which humanity exists. God is good. 

The Flood, Being and End Times 

The Biblical flood narrative is troubling to many moderns who know the 
Earth is round and may not have been covered entirely with water except 
perhaps early in its history when vast space-ice coalesced along with 
other solar system mass under gravity to form the Earth. Ice might have 
melted with the heat and gathered at the surface inundating land billions 
of years ago. Solomon's court probably didn't know the world is round and 
wouldn't likely have been concerned with such points. If the ancient 
Mesopotamian world where civilization arose, and perhaps that of an 
ancient Egyptian civilization along the Nile too where flooded and most or 
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all people died except for a few survivors, that would have seemed like 
the whole world of yore was covered in drowned. It is easy to misinterpret 
the flood story parameters in regard to how they were thought of in the 
day.

Urartu; the original name for what was transliterated by the Jews as 
Ararat. Because this kingdom of Urartu-Ararat was destroyed in 585 BC, 
the inclusion of its name in Genesis to describe the region where the Ark 
came to rest is a deictic or historically datable reference that would 
support the idea that the story was written before 585 BC. 

That the flooded area brought the Ark to rest on a region that is just 
above present day Iraq lying toward Iran, instead of in Turkey, permits a 
different interpretation about where the Ark came to rest after the flood. 
Yet because the Jews that rewrote or redacted and compiled the ancient 
scriptural materials into one contemporary form were in captivity in 
Babylon at the time, it is also possible that the Urartu or Ararat reference 
was just their understanding of the high place...the interpretation of 
meanings skips across a time period from the flood to the redaction to the 
present in this instance.

If global warming enabling politicians let the ice of Greenland and 
Antarctica melt down and raise sea level enough to drown most of 
Florida, would that be considered a local flood? Some right-wing Biblical 
literalists, though they read the Bible differently from one another 
interpreting the text differently, disdain a Mesopotamia-only Biblical flood 
as a local flood rather than a global flood. 

Genesis relates that the Ark came to rest on a high point called Urartu as 
the high water mark of the flood (Ararat after Jewish transliteration circa 
6th century B.C.). That means it was just a regional flood that went as far 
as the ancient kingdom of Urartu located in ancient times half-way up Iraq 
toward the Iranian slope. 

Readers of Genesis in the old days began naming highest points 'Ararat' 
and thus Mt. Ararat in Turkey was given its name long after the flood. If 
there had been many Jews living in Tibet they would have named 
Chomolungma not Mt. Everest; it too would have been named Mt. Ararat. 

Noah notably did not venture to Australia to gather kangaroo nor 
Antarctica to collect penguin. Collecting samples of local animals that 
might have their habitat lost an Mesopotamia and saving them until it was 
safe to reintroduce them is one environmental technique that could be 
used today too in some cases, such as that of white rhino or mountain 
guerrilla, however it also would have been logical in the case of collecting 
samples of all domesticated animals and fowl that resulted from 
generations of breeding from that soon lost first human civilization. 


Mesopotamia is a Flood Prone Region 

God ordered Noah to save all endangered species-and more than half 
of the ship was reserved for animal habitat. 

With a low land like this not expecting a flood would have been 
unreasonable. The Persian Gulf sea level reached inland about a 100 
miles a few thousand years ago 123 . There haven't yet been mathematical 
or geophysical reconstruction of historical hurricanes by detailed climate 
modeling and reconstruction...I guess that would take some decades yet 
for even minimal data regarding typhoons. Ancient Mesopotamia was a 
low-land subject to storm surges from the end of the ice age and rise of 
sea level. 

The Jews in Babylonian captivity called the 'mountains of Urartu' the 
'mountains of Ararat'. Urartu was an ancient kingdom destroyed by the 
Assyrians in 590 B.C. After the Jews transliterated the name the word 
'Ararat started to appear on maps of the highlands beyond the lowlands of 
Mesopotamia.

If one reads the tale of Gilgamesh 124 , Urartu seems to coincide with the 
deposition place of the Ark in that story reasonably well. Because the 
people of Mesopotamia had some contexts to record what they could of 
the nature of the world, it does not invalidate some of its value in several 
contexts. 

The Flood 

Recent scientific studies show that about 14,000 years ago the sea level 
suddenly rose between 45 to 60 feet when a large block of Antarctic ice 
slipped into the ocean. Global warming had begun about 20,000 B.C. The 
Persian Gulf was much lower then, and humans may have crossed over 
from Africa to reach that area as early as 70,000 B.C. 

It is possible that the flood story that was reported in early cultural 
traditions of the Middle East continued a retelling of the flooding of a 
civilization now lost beneath the Persian Gulf. Because people built out of 
clay and perhaps not much would remain for archaeologists to discover 
today I would guess. 

The ancient city of Jericho was said to have started as early as 11,000 
years before present 125 although there were perhaps earlier non- 
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permanent settlements in the area. Another interesting idea is that Eden 
might have been in a wetter Southern-eastern Arabia long ago before the 
settling of the lost civilization under the flood and sea level rise when the 
area was not so much desertified as today. 

Abraham was not likely to have known the world is round. 
Aistarchus 126 developed the idea much later. Yet the whole world 
flooding idea would have made sense if it referred to the first 
civilization of Mesopotamia when everything was destroyed. People 
probably evolved the round Earth flooding interpretation later. It’s like the 
Urartu-Ararat confusion with Mt. Ararat named for the Jewish 
transliteration of Urartu. 

It might have been a very large flood that hasn't since recurred. I grew up 
where the first and second largest known floods occurred in the U.S.A. 
where Lake Missoula flooded Eastern Washington in the late Pleistocene 
and Lake Bonneville flooded Eastern Washington 14,500 years

ago 

Probably few lives were lost in comparison to smaller floods of more 
populous eras. 

I think evidence of Wisconsin ice age ending floods of Mesopotamia are 
difficult to find since the sea level has risen more than 200 feet since then 
and the entire upper Persian Gulf region that formerly was dry is 
underwater. 

The ancient kingdom of Urartu evidently was where the tidal surge 
reached high water mark and the Ark settled. Probably no sudden rise 
like that has occurred since, although I think the salient promise was that 
humanity would not nearly be wiped out except for a few again. One can 
interpret what group would not be wiped out in various ways too-it might 
mean the chosen people or the elect would not be wiped out etc. The era 
is not too distant from that of the protoevangelium-it is challenging to be 
precise about what everything is contextually. 

Regarding 'probably'. In that particular instance I was referring to the 
Lake Bonneville flood. I believe there is an archaeological site in Eastern 
Washington that is one of the oldest in North America with Indian bones 
dating maybe 15,000 years. I suppose they moved there after the 
Bonneville flood (not the Biblical flood). North America was sparsely 
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populated then and that is why I said probably few lives were 
comparatively lost in contrast to a flood in a densely populated region 
such as occurs even in the modern world as in Bangladesh in the past. 
Late Pre-Columbian America in the area that is today the U.S.A. had a 
population of fewer than 4 million souls 132 . 

As the remnants of Middle-Eastern Eden faded away, that may have 
been during the end of the Wisconsin ice age when Arabia became a 
desert and the Mid-east desiccated saving species that would have 
perished in a vast flood with deserts could be like saving species on one 
land mass surrounded by water. After the flood one could set them down 
again where the habitat was before flooding. I don't care much for 
physical geologist's paradigms that place a unified land mass 300 to 175 
million years ago. It is named Pangaea 133 , and I don't know about any of 
the plate tectonic mountain formations of that hypothetical continent. It 
probably wasn't flat and easy to flood. Besides, the creatures of that era 
would need to be of that era-not like today's, and would need to evolve to 
be like today's. Another theory is that the whole world was covered by 
water shortly after the formation of the Earth under gravity several billion 
years ago when space ice was gathered in too, melted and rose to the 
surface 134 , yet no life is likely to have existed then besides maybe the kind 
they look for on Mars that is very tiny and doesn't fit the Bible 
descriptions. Those seem to fit a recent, comparatively, flood. While the 
world may have been entirely covered with water at some time in its 
history, I don't like to associate those with the Biblical flood. 

Abraham, Sumer and Early Bible Times 

I read 'Abraham; The First Biography 135 " by Rosenberg. Rosenberg is 
the author of the J book. That book is on the idea that the book of 
Genesis was put together largely by the J writer at the court of Rehoboam 
or Solomon. 

I would infer that Abraham brought the history with him to Zion where it 
went with Jews into Egypt to return with Moses. When David began the 
process of compiling formally all of the sacred material extent in 
accordance with a prophecy of Moses that enabled the 'J' writer to 
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appear, perhaps in the court of Rehoboam 136 . 

Briefly, Rosenberg relates that Abraham was a scribe at Sumer and his 
father was a maker of mud statues for the court theater of the universe 
atop ziggurats. The J author is believed to have taken much of the stories 
from ancient Sumer that were still extant such as the tale of Gilgamesh 
and added them to the beginning of the account of the times of Abraham. 
The E writer may have brought in Elohim as a concept redacting Genesis 
at a court of Samaria 137 . 

Abraham and Genesis 

Before moving toward the post-millennial transition of the story of 
mankind's relationship with God from the Old Covenants to the new 
relationship with the Lord and the future destiny of mankind, I want to say 
something about where the story of Genesis came from, and how it made 
it to us briefly. 

The proto-evangelium in the Garden of Eden, when the first glimmer of 
good news and redemption from the fall of original sin is given by God, is 
in Genesis. One might wonder of Abraham knew of it, or if the sons of 
Adam did (I think so). 

David Rosenberg's fine book; ‘ Abraham-The First Historical Biography 
published in 2006 is a journey through mind, space and time as Rod 
Sterling might have said. One returns to a kind of aboriginal dream-time 
of the foundation of civilization catching glimpses of the people of Ur in 
the year 3300 B.C.E., then learns more about the life and history of that 
civilization and its people unto the time of Abraham in 1800 B.C. 

A crucible driving Abraham to a break with his cultural past bringing him 
to make that momentous journey out of Sumer 138 to the land of Canaan is 
brought to life with Rosenberg’s word portraits of the Patriarch’s world. 
David Rosenberg is a poet and biblical scholar. He is also a co-author 
of ‘The J BooK. That interesting work is an exposition of the J (Jehovah?) 
writer of the earliest parts of the book of Genesis. Scriptural criticism 
supposes that there were four primary scribes, writers and or redactors of 
the first five books of the Bible that have reached us today beginning with 
the J writer most likely of Solomon’s court; and surprising to some, 
possibly a female writer. 

The treatment of Sarah’s response to news of her planned pregnancy 
(planned by God) seems to have a more feminine touch than a male 
writer of the time might have had-yet if it was originally a scribbled note by 
Abraham himself-who can say? His relationship with Sarah and other 
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highlights of the journey could have been saved as an outline-diary of 
meaningful events. Such jottings of one of the best writers of Sumer 
making his own exodus out of decay may have made it down through 
history and much retelling to J at King Solomon’s court. 

The author points out that after leaving Ur, Abraham was ‘houseless until 
his death’; not such bad company for today’s homeless to be in. The 
meek it is said, shall inherit the Earth. 

God is a creative being, one who makes things exist. Sin on the contrary 
is nihilistic activity, making things not exist and abnegating individual 
integrity for-self and for-others. Sin is destruction of creation-the 
production of broken forms. Jesus said that; “The devil was a murderer 
from the beginning and abode not in the truth.” 139 
A logic of sustaining beings and allowing things to exist in this universe 
or in any possible form of universe, rather than to not exist, is plain 
enough and good. The meek are more compatible with creative eternal 
life than are those reinforcing continua of nihilism and eternal death. 
Abraham we learn was obedient to God. Abraham’s conformal behavior 
was compatible to the principle of life and existence over death and non- 
being. The founding patriarch of three faiths was simultaneously bold yet 
meek. Abraham was of course faithful to The One (who is three). 

There are not too many biographically descriptive references to Abraham 
in the Bible that one might easily get much data describing the life at Ur of 
the founder of what today is thought of as the Jewish religion. Rosenberg- 
who provides his own translations from Hebrew carefully considers 
Biblical material and tries to create a reconstruction of the culture and 
time of Sumer and the home town of Abraham-the city of Ur, drawing 
upon ancient material and sources such as large numbers of cuneiform 
clay tablets of the Sumerian civilization that were excavated in the 20th 
century and now. 

Rosenberg mentions a Sumerian epic story-history called The World 
Order’ that probably was known a thousand years later at the late 11th 
century B.C.E. court of King Solomon. It is apropos that President G.H.W. 
Bush’s term The New World Order’ 140 was used in the era of the first U.S. 
war with Iraq. Not so much changes after 5000 years in politics-at least 
where fossil fuels are concerned. Scholarly translations and compilations 
of that ancient data from Sumerian libraries and elsewhere have 
increasingly shed light on the culture of ancient Sumer unto Abraham’s 
day. 

Abraham is said to have wandered with his father Terah toward the City 
of Haran up the rivers toward Damascus or Megiddo on his way to 
Shalem (Jerusalem) where lived King Melchisedek and his Jebusites. It 
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makes more sense that an ancient traveler would follow along the water¬ 
way for drinking refreshment than that he would have turned southwest 
toward the Arabian deserts. After reading Rosenberg's book I formed the 
opinion that it would be an improbable route of travel. 

Archaeologist and author Shimon Gibson 141 in writing about his 
excavation of the cave of John the Baptist a couple of miles from his 
home town made the point that early Christians were much less sexist 
than later ecclesiastical structures and traditions that developed in 
reflecting perhaps the pervasively male hierarchical social establishment 
of the era. The early Christian ideas of social priorities have themselves 
been eclipsed a little by the secular social hegemony over Christian 
organizations. 

Abraham may have trained his own scribe to keep the cuneiform writing 
alive on his journey out of Ur. John Smith brought his own scribe to write 
down his actions exploring Chesapeake Bay 142 . Perhaps the ‘disciple 
Jesus loved’ was a reference by one of John’s school of writers at 
Ephesus to their founder. Some of the more important writers of history 
had others complete their works under supervision-Julius Caesar for 
instance in his history of The Civil War 143 ’ and wars in Libya and 
Alexandria. 

The additional possibility exists that Sarah too learned to write 
cuneiform, and became one of the world’s first secretaries, added 
personal points of view to her husband’s recollections. 

The topic of Abraham writing cuneiform leads me to wonder if a 
synthesis of cuneiform and hieroglyphic literacy traditions by Moses upon 
leaving Egypt led him to create an alphabet to write down Jewish speech 
about 1500 B.C.E. during the Exodus. I believe the Hebrew symbol yod 144 
is from the cuneiform numbering system. It would be interesting to have a 
map of archaeological locations of cuneiform writing outside of 
Mesopotamia. An alphabet representing sounds may have been simpler 
for Moses to construct than a synthesis of two less phonetically based 
writing systems. Were the Ten Commandments the first alphabetically 
based legal code? 

Rosenberg builds with scholarly learning, poetic inference and creative 
insight an exegesis of J’s construction of Genesis from earlier sources 
including a hypothetical X writer in King Melchizedek's court. We discover 
that Abraham was likely to have been a Sumerian writer himself who left 
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Sumer at a time when the New Babylonian rulers were repressing the 
religious and culture creative license of Sumer that had already existed 
more than a thousand years. Abraham was called to venture away and 
found a new religious civilization or culture, and his heir would be named 
Israel. 

Rosenberg’s book on Abraham illuminates. One learns philosophically 
new ideas-perhaps worth being called religious ontology, that might be 
quite different from the usual assumptions about the religious culture of 
ancient Ur. For some, the idea of treating Abraham as a real man albeit in 
a reconstructed and good spirited, best effort historical scenario could be 
a little bit faith-shaking initially. How could Abraham emerge from an 
evolving cultural religious paradigm and quite reasonably have a personal 
God flowing rather naturally from the culture and history of the time? 
Shouldn’t Abraham have simply been thwacked on the head by a finger of 
God and provided with divine insights while he was just minding his own 
business even though secularists already would be developing 
hagiographical details about the saintly, deserving soul? 

Philosophically speaking, the development of a history outline of the 
religious culture of Sumer is brilliantly informative. There are other 
approaches to interpreting ancient civilizations and the foundations of 
some religious practices obviously, and some things are left out perhaps 
from this books such as one might expect existed in ancient culture such 
as human sacrifice, yet the book accomplishes rather convincingly 
presenting the picture of Abraham & ancient Sumeria while explaining 
mankind's theoretical and practical relationship to the divine and unknown 
in the ancient context. One knows that much is left out and much is 
poetically liberated from nothingness with creative speculation, yet that is 
the brilliance of the work in finding so much in the scant and occluded 
historical record. 

Religious ontologies (more than complete lexical world views) may exist 
simultaneously with mundane, familiar Weltanschauung, Sartre’s 
existential personal world experience coheres within the phenomenality of 
social dialectical reason,culture and environment. Mankind and his 
civilizations exist within an apparent universe emerged or selected from 
all-possible-universes put up in some way fine-tuned to support life. 

From an unknowable perturbative vacuum with quantum uncertainty 
perhaps a void and space-time plus energy emerge. No one knows if a 
quantum uncertainty field before all universes exists or why even one 
virtual particular particle would ever become a temporarily real 
thing or where it could appear or why, before anything materially was. 

One would think that all things existing become the past, presenting a 
form of paradox for-itself even if one regards a temporal linear series of 
events mechanically and as self-explanatory. 

The Sumerians had their own way of examining the juxtaposition of the 



supernatural and unknown with the natural and known-the Babylonians 
repressed that artistic and intellectual liberty with the dogmatism of the 
cult of Marduk 145 and Abraham with his sculptor father Terah set out over 
the Arabian Peninsula to change the future history of mankind. 

Sodom and Gomorrah were said to be located near the confluence of the 
Dead Sea and the Jordan River. Perhaps the mud brick towns were new 
and located on opposite bank of the Jordan. Over historical time it might 
have occurred to someone to dam the Jordan and one such dam broke 
sending a raging wave to sweep the perverse townsmen and their bricks 
before a river wave down to return to the elements in the Dead Sea. 

Looking back into ancient history is a good thing for scholars. Culturally 
though societies may stagnate in the past or forget its lessons dooming 
themselves to repeat its errors. When Abraham’s nephew Lot was 
ordered to flee the city of Sodom before its destruction he and his family 
were told not to look back 146 . 

Leaving a corrupt civilization is what Abraham did when departing Ur that 
had fallen into economic and spiritual stagnation. Lot’s wife had to stop 
and look back across salt collection and drying ponds outside Sodom and 
was perhaps splashed and covered over with quick drying salt-slurry 
when some kind of collection retaining wall collapsed or a splattering 
thing struck down the city. 

There are several messages in the story-a true story that one may take 
concerning the need for social and cultural reformation, the need to not 
have contempt for God and/or about the phenomenality of existence in a 
phenomenal Universe. 

Perhaps we should not have smug politicians ignoring global heating, 
ecospheric depletion and economic corruption because they own stock in 
Exxon-Mobil or have investments in China. When capitalism is corrupted 
such that it puts a price on people and what they are worth corrupts 
economic method, assaults democracy and evolves financial democide. 
Corrupt political parties ping-ponging an economic ball with hypocritical 
moral paddles over an oily atmospheric and biospheric decay have too 
much of the Sodomites about them to be reformers. 

Rosenberg’s book ‘Abraham’ is a serious effort to reconstruct more 
about ancient writers and what they thought of life. Some people believed 
that God could have evolved the world if he choose, yet philosophically 
it’s easy to understand that God also would have complete foreknowledge 
of all quantum variables at any level so far as he like. People have free 
will yet God’s will entirely determines how things are-even quantum 
mechanics has similar paradoxes on the nature of matter and of getting 
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information about it. 

The Heisenberg uncertainty principle is also a kind of quantum 
displacement principle as all things determined are yet grounded in the 
infinite and unfounded expect for the phenomenal-perhaps inclusive of 
the human mind and of human experience. Abraham might have 
emerged from a culture supporting the religious concepts that emerged 
and in part formed elements of the religious paradigm of Judaism, Islam 
and Christianity-yet so what, would God not human beings to develop a 
religious or spiritual capability bringing them to recognize His true self the 
Universe phenomenalized? 

There could still be Sumerian ethnic peoples-marsh Arabs 147 living in 
Iraq. I believe I read that descendants of Amorites still live in Iraq 
although I cannot recall the source. Those we might regard today as Jews 
were just another Semitic people many of whom had moved to Sumer 
though some lived in Canaan. The ideas of Sumer continue with us 
including some of the religious paradigms in some regards. Abraham in 
leaving Sumer became the first Jew, it is said; a religious way of relating 
to the transcendent. 

It is good for Christian faith that the principals in our own first century a.d. 
drama of reality were all real people, Jesus Christ was a real man too, for 
whom the witnessed experiences of the Apostles, disciples and countless 
others of the miracles of Jesus were given, transcending the foundations 
of experience and history to become a reliable ontology for-itself.. .the 
best a human being may have. 

Post-Tribulationism, Revelation, Eschatology and the Kingdom 
of God 

It is possible to refer to different eras and events when considering end 
times. Biblical end-times may refer to different events such as the end of 
the era where Satan is free and people suffer, to the physical end of the 
world and so forth. Astrophysicists may refer to the end of the Earth when 
the sun becomes a red giant, or the end of the Universe, the end of a 
Universe within a Multiverse (spawning new ones that expand new 
Universes forever). Often people refer to the end of civilization, or of life 
and themselves on Earth perhaps through nuclear war, disease or 
political power. 

Astronomers have found no sign of intelligent extra-terrestrial life after 
making an intensive survey of stars within 100,000 light years of the 
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planet Earth 148 . Mathematical physicist Max Tegmark made an educated 
calculated guess that human beings may be the most intelligent species 
in the Universe to have arisen so far, and that we will not therefore 
discover signs of intelligent extra-terrestrial life 'out there' 149 . If that is so it 
is another reason to consider the situation of humanity and God; He has 
set mankind to exist in a virgin world and Universe to be and become 
reconciled unto the Holy Spirit and Himself through the Lord Jesus Christ. 
God cares. 

Mankind must overcome his sin and fallen status as spiritual dead 
animals and be spiritually reborn; regenerated in the Spirit of the Lord. In 
Daniel 9:24 the prophecy is provided: with a time paradigm of what was to 
occur in the future history of Israel to accomplish God's plan to save so 
many souls as was ordained: "Seventy weeks are determined for your 
people and for your holy city, to finish the transgression, to make an end 
of sins, to make reconciliation for iniquity, to bring in everlasting 
righteousness, to seal up vision and prophecy, and to anoint the Most 
Holy." 

A level 1 civilization might be said to be that of sentient animals 
communicating at an advanced level yet without technology such as Cain 
invented that destroys life and helps compile comfort and better physical 
heal; that is a level 2 civilization such as is destroying the ecosphere of 
the Earth today. A Level III civilization is spiritually regenerated in the 
Lord Jesus Christ and creates life rather than destroying it. Only with the 
ethics of the Lord can human morality and economy have the mind- 
intellect constructions necessary of a peaceful, creative planetary 
ecosphere. 

Kenneth Gentry explained at length the right interpretation of the 70 
weeks in notable contrast to the wrong interpretation used by 
dispensationalists and others that believe the tribulation is still in the 
future rather than having occurred largely in the past-in the first century 
A.D. In his excellent volume of theology titled 'He Shall Have Dominion " 15 ° 
Gentry wrote on the topic; 

Quote from page 360-361; "Let us notice, first, that the Seventy Weeks 
will witness the finishing of the transgression. As just noted, Daniel's 
prayer of confession was regarding Israel's sins (Dan. 9:4ff) and the 
prophecy's focus is on Israel (Dan. 9:24a). Consequently, this finishing 
(kala) the transgression has to do with Israel's finishing, i.e. completing, 
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her transgression against God. The finishing of that transgression occurs 
in the ministry of Christ, when Israel culminates her resistance to God by 
rejecting His Son and... 

The second part of the couplet is directly related to the first: Having 
finished the transgression against God in the rejection of the Messiah, 
now the sins are sealed up. The idea here is, as Payne observes, to seal 
or to "reserve sins for punishment. "19 Because of Israel's rejection of 
Messiah, God reserves punishment for her: the final, conclusive 
destruction of the temple, which was reserved from the time of Jesus' 
ministry until A.D. 70 (Matt. 24:2, 34). The sealing or reserving of the sins 
indicates that within the "Seventy Weeks" Israel will complete her 
transgression, and with the completing of her sin, by crucifying Christ, 
God will act to reserve (beyond the seventy weeks) her sins for judgment. 
The third result (beginning the second couplet) has to do with the 
provision of "reconciliation for iniquity. "20 The Hebrew word kaphar is the 
word for "atonement," i.e., a covering of sin. It clearly speaks of Christ's 
atoning death, which is the ultimate atonement to which all temple rituals 
looked (Heb. 9:26 21). This also occurred during His earthly ministry - at 
His death, "-end quote Gentry 

The Messianic prophecies of the Old Testament culminate in the Lord 
Jesus Christ. The great tribulation began during the reign of the Emperor 
Nero during which time persecutions of Christians became wide-spread, 
when Peter and Paul were executed, the Herodian Temple and 
Jerusalem destroyed with a loss of Jewish life as high as a million 151 . 

Some theologians believe the 1000-year reign of the Lord mentioned in 
The Revelation is a literal thousand years with the Lord appearing in 
person in the flesh, others including myself, believe the millennium occurs 
with the Lord reigning from heaven during the slow increase of the 
numbers of Christians on the Earth (and perhaps beyond in the future). At 
some future date when there happens to be a majority of Christians in 
human civilizations, and at a time when Jesus Christ will arrive to reign 
directly (and the final judgment will occur with resurrection of the dead 
and dispensation of the lost to hell), humanity that are saved will have 
brought a vast multitude to spiritual acceptability unto God through the 
Son. 

Post-millennialists and many amillennialists regard the millennium as not 
a literal thousand years. Instead, to quote the leading scholar of post- 
millennialism on the topic (Dr. Kenneth Gentry); 

This is even more difficult to conceive of in light of our second 
observation: the mention of the thousand-year reign occurs in the most 
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figurative and difficult book in all of Scripture. If it is a literal time frame, 
why is it that it is only mentioned in this highly symbolic book? " 

Consider then these verses of Chapter 7... 

”1 And after these things I saw four angels standing on the four corners 
of the earth, holding the four winds of the earth, that the wind should not 
blow on the earth, nor on the sea, nor on any tree. 2 And I saw another 
angel ascending from the east, having the seal of the living God: and he 
cried with a loud voice to the four angels, to whom it was given to hurt the 
earth and the sea, 

3 Saying, Hurt not the earth, neither the sea, nor the trees, till we have 
sealed the servants of our God in their foreheads. 

4 And I heard the number of them which were sealed: and there were 
sealed an hundred and forty and four thousand of all the tribes of the 
children of Israel. 

5 Of the tribe of Judah were sealed twelve thousand. Of the tribe of 
Reuben were sealed twelve thousand. Of the tribe of Gad were sealed 
twelve thousand. 

6 Of the tribe of Aser were sealed twelve thousand. Of the tribe of 
Nepthalim were sealed twelve thousand. Of the tribe of Manasses were 
sealed twelve thousand. 

7 Of the tribe of Simeon were sealed twelve thousand. Of the tribe of 
Levi were sealed twelve thousand. Of the tribe of Issachar were sealed 
twelve thousand. 

8 Of the tribe of Zabulon were sealed twelve thousand. Of the tribe of 
Joseph were sealed twelve thousand. Of the tribe of Benjamin were 
sealed twelve thousand. 

9 After this I beheld, and, lo, a great multitude, which no man could 
number, of all nations, and kindreds, and people, and tongues, stood 
before the throne, and before the Lamb, clothed with white robes, and 
palms in their hands; 

10 And cried with a loud voice, saying, Salvation to our God which sitteth 
upon the throne, and unto the Lamb. 

11 And all the angels stood round about the throne, and about the elders 
and the four beasts, and fell before the throne on their faces, and 
worshiped God, 

12 Saying, Amen: Blessing, and glory, and wisdom, and thanksgiving, 
and honour, and power, and might, be unto our God for ever and ever. 
Amen. 

13 And one of the elders answered, saying unto me, What are these 
which are arrayed in white robes? and whence came they? 

14 And I said unto him, Sir, thou knowest. And he said to me, These are 
they which came out of great tribulation, and have washed their robes, 
and made them white in the blood of the Lamb. 



15 Therefore are they before the throne of God, and serve him day and 
night in his temple: and he that sitteth on the throne shall dwell among 
them. 

16 They shall hunger no more, neither thirst any more; neither shall the 
sun light on them, nor any heat. 

17 For the Lamb which is in the midst of the throne shall feed them, and 
shall lead them unto living fountains of waters: and God shall wipe away 
all tears from their eyes. ” 

Gentry regarded the twelve tribes as being Christian and very likely 
Jewish Christians who exited Jerusalem before the immanent destruction. 
Gentry observed that in the beginning of the church the majority of 
Christians were Jewish converts. This point is entirely plausible especially 
with the New Covenant of the Lord changing the identity of Jews as bride 
of Christ in the right relationship to God from that a racial, legalistic 
context to that of a spiritual foundation. Instead of phrasing it as some 
have that Jews were divorced by God from a having right relationship, 
verified by the destruction of Babylon the Great harlot-that was Jerusalem 
until 70 A.D. and Christians taking their place, it would be appropriate to 
comment that the bureaucratic and social structure of Jewish society in 
the old covenant was often not true, stoned prophets and crucified the 
Lord so that was terminated. God has upgraded the meaning of 
Jewishness to a spiritual paradigm such that true Jews spiritually are 
those saved by the Lord. Many Jews recognized that and from the twelve 
old tribes transformed spiritually into the new. 

The controversy between a late data and an early date for the writing of 
the Revelation presents a few issues that I can think of concerning the 
intention of the author. If John had written before Nero's reign and 
persecutions the Revelation is a book of prophecy if it concerns the next 
few years leading to the destruction of the Temple. It may be the case 
that John wrote before the persecutions of Nero yet intended to entirely 
disregard that and write of events a couple of thousand years down the 
road primarily-however that seems unlikely. 

Even more unlikely is the idea that John wrote before the reign of Nero 
intending to prophesy of events or prophesying events 2000 years of 
more ahead generally and while ignoring the short-term events made the 
prophecy appear as if it concerned near-term events. That kind of double¬ 
coding of a prophetic message would be within God's capacity yet would 
be a rather uncharacteristic approach Biblically speaking. Jeremiah for 
instance made prophetic communiques with actual not too distant 
fulfillment with a high percentage of double encoding with a distant future 
application too. 

If John wrote the Revelation in his 80's or 90's about future events 
perhaps 2000 years or more distant then he would have been aware of 
history and would have had no reason at all to write the prophesy such 



that it seemed to refer to events perhaps 30 years past too. Why would 
John pick a name that in Hebrew numbering was 666 (Nero) from the 
past if the prophecy was about the future? Why would John write 'let him 
with wisdom understand 1 ’, as if it was a wink, wink meaning that this 
prophecy of the future is recapitulation of the past and is largely 
silliness...John was far too serious of a Christian to try to make himself 
look like a fraud of some sort. The Apostle was put in a barrel of boiling oil 
to no harm and later perhaps after being released from Patmos 
decapitated like Paul. John was not a cleverly encoding the past into a 
fake future prophetic message kind of guy. 

Petrine Eschatology 

On the end of the planet Earth and the atmosphere (heaven definition 1 
of 3) the Apostle Peter wrote... 

2 Peter chapter 3 verses 12-13 

“12 Looking for and hasting unto the coming of the day of God, wherein 
the heavens being on fire shall be dissolved, and the elements shall melt 
with fervent heat? 

13 Nevertheless we, according to his promise, look for new heavens and 
a new earth, wherein dwelleth righteousness.” 

The parameters of this description coincide with those astrophysicists 
predict will end the existence of the Earth a few billion years from the 
present when the sun reaches a red giant phase and will burn up the 
Earth's atmosphere and everything on Earth-that is the Earth will melt and 
dissolve. 

A new place to live wherein dwells righteousness-Jesus Christ-is a place 
to look forward to not only for people living toward the end times when or 
wherever but for Christians of any age. The kingdom of God is a new 
'land, earth, realm etc.' regardless of its composition. The kingdom of God 
is within you-a relativistic space-time where place and spirit rather than 
time are juxtaposed. 

Westminster Standards and End Times 

The Westminster Standards set forth articles of faith and belief regarding 
the last judgment. The Standards do not provide a specific opinion of 
when the last judgment would occur (such as the year. 2099), merely 
paradigms of relationships, as in the Bible. 

When Jesus said in John 5:25- 29. “Verily, verily, I say unto you, The 
hour is coming, and now is, when the dead shall hear the voice of the Son 
of God: and they that hear shall live", wasn't he speaking of the spiritually 
dead (Level I and II civilizations)? Mankind are spiritually dead without 
being reborn with faith in Christ as Lord and personal savior through the 
grace of God and regenerating work of the Holy Spirit. 


This is what the Westminster Standards 152 have to say on the Last 
Judgment, that will occur after the millennium (when the Kingdom of God 
is increasing its numbers)... 

Westminster Standards 

Chapter 33 

The Last Judgment 

"1. God hath appointed a day, wherein he will judge the world, in 
righteousness, by Jesus Christ, to whom all power and judgment is given 
of the Father. 

b In which day, not only the apostate angels shall be judged, c but 
likewise all persons that have lived upon earth shall appear before the 
tribunal of Christ, to give an account of their thoughts, words, and deeds; 
and to receive according to what they have done in the body, whether 
good or evil, d 

g. Acts 24:15. And [I] have hope toward God, which they themselves 
also allow, that there shall be a resurrection of the dead, both of the just 
and unjust. John 5:25- 29. Verily, verily, I say unto you, The hour is 
coming, and now is, when the dead shall hear the voice of the Son of 
God: and they that hear shall live. For as the Father hath life in himself; 
so hath he given to the Son to have life in himself; and hath given him 
authority to execute judgment also, because he is the Son of man. Marvel 
not at this: for the hour is coming, in the which all that are in the graves 
shall hear his voice, and shall come forth; they that have done good, unto 
the resurrection of life; and they that have done evil, unto the resurrection 
of damnation. 1 Cor. 15:43. It is sown in dishonour; it is raised in glory: it 
is sown in weakness; it is raised in power. Phil. 3:21. 

... who shall change our vile body, that it may be fashioned like unto his 
glorious body, according to the working whereby he is able even to 
subdue all things unto himself. 

a. Acts 17:31. ... because he hath appointed a day, in the which he will 
judge the world in righteousness by that man whom he hath ordained; 
whereof he hath given assurance unto all men, in that he hath raised him 
from the dead. 

b. John 5:22, 27. For the Father judgeth no man, but hath committed all 
judgment unto the Son.... And hath given him authority to execute 
judgment also, because he is the Son of man. 

c. Jude 6. And the angels which kept not their first estate, but left their 
own habitation, he hath reserved in everlasting chains under darkness 
unto the judgment of the great day. 2 Pet. 2:4. For if God spared not the 
angels that sinned, but cast them down to hell, and delivered them into 
chains of darkness, to be reserved unto judgment... 
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d. 2 Cor. 5:10. For we must all appear before the judgment seat of 
Christ; that every one may receive the things done in his body, according 
to that he hath done, whether it be good or bad. Eccl. 12:14. For God 
shall bring every work into judgment, with every secret thing, whether it 
be good, or whether it be evil. Rom. 2:16. 

In the day when God shall judge the secrets of men by Jesus Christ 
according to my gospel. Rom. 14:10, 12. But why dost thou judge thy 
brother? or why dost thou set at nought thy brother? for we shall all stand 
before the judgment seat of Christ.... So 

2. The end of God’s appointing this day is for the manifestation of the 
glory of his mercy, in the eternal salvation of the elect; and of his justice, 
in the damnation of the reprobate, who are wicked and disobedient. For 
then shall the righteous go into everlasting life, and receive that fullness 
of joy and refreshing, which shall come from the presence of the Lord: but 
the wicked, who know not God, and obey not the gospel of Jesus Christ, 
shall be cast into eternal torments, and be punished with everlasting 
destruction from the presence of the Lord, and from the glory of his 
power, e then every one of us shall give account of himself to God. Matt. 
12:36-37. But I say unto you, That every idle word that men shall speak, 
they shall give account thereof in the day of judgment. For by thy words 
thou shalt be justified, and by thy words thou shalt be condemned. 

e. Matt. 25:31-46. When the Son of man shall come in his glory, and all 
the holy angels with him, then shall he sit upon the throne of his glory: 
and before him shall be gathered all nations: and he shall separate them 
one from another, as a shepherd divideth his sheep from the goats: and 
he shall set the sheep on his right hand, but the goats on the left. Then 
shall the King say unto them on his right hand, Come, ye blessed of my 
Father, inherit the kingdom prepared for you from the foundation of the 
world: for I was an hungred, and ye gave me meat: I was thirsty, and ye 
gave me drink: I was a stranger, and ye took me in: naked, and ye 
clothed me: I was sick, and ye visited me: I was in prison, and ye came 
unto me.... Then shall he say also unto them on the left hand, Depart from 
me, ye cursed, into everlasting fire, prepared for the devil and his angels: 
for I was an hungred, and ye gave me no meat: I was thirsty, and ye gave 
me no drink: I was a stranger, and ye took me not in: naked, and ye 
clothed me not: sick, and in prison, and ye visited me not.... And these 
shall go away into everlasting punishment: but the righteous into life 
eternal. Rom. 2:5-6. But after thy hardness and impenitent heart 
treasurest up unto thyself wrath against the day of wrath and revelation of 
the righteous judgment of God; who will render to every man according to 
his deeds. Rom. 9:22-23. What if God, willing to shew his wrath, and to 
make his power known, endured with much longsuffering the vessels of 
wrath fitted to destruction: and that he might make known the riches of his 
glory on the vessels of mercy, which he had afore prepared unto glory. 
Matt. 25:21. His lord said unto him, Well done, thou good and faithful 



servant: thou hast been faithful over a few things, I will make thee ruler 
over many things: enter thou into the joy of thy lord. Acts 3:19. 

Repent ye therefore, and be converted, that your sins may be blotted 
out, when the times of refreshing shall come from the presence of the 
Lord. 2 Thess. 1:7—10. 

... and to you who are troubled rest with us, when the Lord Jesus shall 
be revealed from heaven with his mighty angels, in flaming fire taking 
vengeance on them that know not God, and that obey not the gospel of 
our Lord Jesus Christ: who shall be punished with everlasting destruction 
from the presence of the Lord, and from the glory of his power; when he 
shall come to be glorified in his saints, and to be admired in all them that 
believe (because our testimony among you was believed) in that day. 
Mark 9:48. Where their worm dieth not, and the fire is not quenched. 

As Christ would have us to be certainly persuaded that there shall be a 
day of judgment, both to deter all men from sin; and for the greater 
consolation of the godly in their adversity: so will he have that day 
unknown to men, that they may shake off all carnal security, and be 
always watchful, because they know not at what hour the Lord will come; 
and may be ever prepared to say, Come Lord Jesus, come quickly, 
Amen." 

Gentry believes that the events of Revelation largely describe events 
during Nero's reign 153 leading to the destruction of the Temple in 70 A.D. 
Much of the prophecy concerns payback/correction to those that pierced 
the Lord-generally the Jewish people of that generation and especially 
perhaps their theocratic leaders (Rev. 1:7). More of the prophecy 
concerns the fate of Christians and Christian Jews experiencing 
persecution followed by a vision ahead to the return of Christ (perhaps in 
the clouds as the Holy Spirit) to build up his church of believers. That 
period could continue for some time-even more than a figurative 1000 
years until the final or 2 nd coming of Christ. 

Eusebius (260-340 A.D.) wrote- quote-“But the people of the church in 
Jerusalem had been commanded by a revelation, vouchsafed to 
approved men there before the war, to leave the city and to dwell in a 
certain town of Peres called Pella. And when those that believed in Christ 
had come thither from Jerusalem, then, as if the royal city of the Jews and 
the whole land of Judea were entirely destitute of holy men, the judgment 
of God at length overtook those who had committed such outrages 
against Christ and his apostles, and totally destroyed that generation of 
impious men."-end quote 154 

The Apostle John was a prisoner for a time on an island near Ephesus. It

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is believed that he wrote the Revelation while at that island. At least he 
received the Revelation while at the isle of Patmos although perhaps he 
had scribes write it down after release or possible before release via 
intermediaries. That is rather difficult to say at this point in time. Julius 
Caesar had a lieutenant write the second half of his book on the Roman 
Civil war and the Spanish war yet the exact details of the composition for 
even such a famous figure are rather or entirely vague today and so it 
may be for John and his school of followers at Ephesus. 

When John wrote the Revelation is a subject of more contention among 
scholars. There are early and late dates, two of which seem possible. 
There are other dates speculating that John did not actually write the 
book at all but followers did later in the second century that I will dismiss. 
Irenaeus 155 and others commented on the Revelation as early as the 
early second century and that supports the idea of an earlier writing 
construction. Of course there are more scholarly points available to 
support the first century construction of the Revelation. I will not cite those 
points in this paper presently. Berkhof's 'Introduction to the New 
Testament' has a chapter on John that points out elements of the time 
and place of composition fir example. 

I prefer the early construction date that Gentry advocates too rather than 
the later circa 95 a.d. composition paradigm. I would think that Peter and 
John would have been young men-perhaps 20 or so when Jesus 
introduced himself around 30 a.d. for the momentous three year mission, 
and John in the year 60 a.d. would have been 50 years old-quite a ripe 
time for writing a creative, challenging, prophetic book like the revelation. 
Thirty-five years later in 95 a.d. John would have been 85 more or less 
and found the production of such a work more challenging I would think. 
His intellectual energy might not have been as great as at age 50 either. 

A Baptist minister named Tom Hires once told me that John's Revelation 
was like a newspaper in its own time. Gentry believes the Revelation was 
necessarily coded because of the element of actual persecution that was 
a clear and present danger from Imperial Roman authorities. Like today in 
the U.S.A. there can be immediate repercussions for calling a state 
governor or the President the anti-Christ in print-though for Jews and 
other first-century Christians the act of seeming to rebel against Nero 
brought more severe retribution. 

The Apostle John must have known the ecclesiastical state of affairs of 
the church in relation to the Roman imperial opinion rather well. The 
Apostle Paul had been imprisoned and released before a second arrest 
and Peter had moved to Rome and experienced the problems 
encountered by Christians from Jewish and Roman persecution first-

hand. John moved to Ephesus from Judea at some point before the 
destruction of Jerusalem in 70 a.d. and may have encountered immediate 
difficulties from Jewish and pagan authorities. Nero and preceding 
Roman emperors of the Julian line were worshiped as gods by state 
decree. The Lord Jesus Christ's appearance as the actual Son of God 
contravened that silly, superfluous and vain direction emulated today a 
little by the very rich and broadcast media and select performance artists 
that would like to erase the presence of the real God from the minds of 
humanity with atheist propaganda and elevate themselves to a position of 
practical socially empowered deification. The Roman state and Jews 
seeking to suppress Christian church increase may have sought to 
imprison or execute John immediately upon his arrival in Ephesus. 

Thus it is reasonable to suppose that John reaching Ephesus and 
starting the process of edification of his fellow Christians and recoding his 
ideas with scribal help along with missiological activity perhaps with 
additional letters to churches and meetings with Christians may have 
simultaneously experienced an increasing effort to repress his ministry of 
the word of God and the evangelization of Eurasia with the good news of 
Jesus Christ. Eventually that surge to repress the word of God provided 
through the ministry of the Apostle John enhanced with the three and a 
half year Neronic persecution 156 of Christians in the 7 th decade of the first 
century would have developed to such a point as to send the Apostle into 
prison exile at Patmos. 

Gentry's thesis on the Revelation is basically partial preterism 157 . Many 
of the events written of in the Revelation have already occurred. 

I believe that John may have left Judea as early as the 50s and become 
well established in Ephesus before the 60s. One might wonder when or 
why Peter left Jerusalem 158 where he led the church. He journeyed to 
Rome eventually. The Lord's brother James was thrown from the Temple 
Mount and martyred. Though not fleeing martyrdom at some point peter 
may have found Rome a better place to organize and increase the 
development of the mission of spreading the gospel of Jesus Christ. Like 
John Peter may have sensed the coming destruction of Jerusalem by 
Roman authority. Caiaphas 159 the head of the Jewish religious authority 
that sought the execution of Jesus mentioned the sacrifice of the Lord as 
being better than sacrificing the entire nation to the imperial authority. A 
rival king-even with a kingdom not of this world, was too much of a 
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vulnerability for a Caesar to tolerate and so Rome might reduce 
Jerusalem to rubble. Caiaphas made a bad utilitarian decision, although 
he may also have felt that his role as hierarchical religious leader of the 
Jews was being undermined by the Lord. 

Gentry considers in some detail the issue of the role and presence of 
Christians that were Jews attending synagogue in Jerusalem in order to 
date the composition of the Revelation that has a certain Hebraic tone to 
it that seemed to disappear after the destruction of Jerusalem. It is 
important to Gentry's position that the Revelation was written prior to the 
destruction of the temple in a.d. 70. It is notable that many today still 
wonder about the role of Jews in the present and future or who the real 
Jews are. The Revelation and the epistles of Paul each address that point 
at least in a context that is appropriate for the more specific character of a 
post-mill paradigm for the writing of the Revelation. 

Jesus said that he would have gathered the Jews and tended them as 
well as a mother hen tends her chicks 160 yet realized that they were not to 
be saved by the Lord and would instead be destroyed eventually by the 
Roman authority. Well, it would have been nice to take the Jewish Mosaic 
established temple priesthood into the era of the New Covenant with the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and the Lord was spiritually willing than none be lost 
yet it was not meant to be. 

God doesn't like divorce. Yet Jesus said that because of the hardness of 
people's hearts that is was permissible in the case of adultery. That is 
especially notable because of the destruction of Jerusalem following its 
history of not being faithful to God. Babylon the Great Harlot mentioned in 
the Revelation probably refers to Jerusalem-the city that had killed the 
prophets including the Lord. Its government, religious and social structure 
was beyond recovery through reform. God had so often admonished 
them. 

I prefer the presentation that God evolved the relationship to include 
Jews and Christians of faith as the bride of Christ. The Jews were the 
necessary ground for growth or emergence of the Christian church in 
Christ. They weren’t just jettisoned as soon as they gave birth to 
Christianity like a spent baby mama. 

Paul (Romans 2:17-29) and John (i.e. Revelation 7:4-8) speak of 
Christians as the spiritually true Jews. Instead of a purely material, racial 
Jewish identity were Christians. The Lord once replied to a statement that 
his mother and brothers were waiting outside to him asked 'who are my 
mother and brothers' rhetorically. He explained that those who knew him 


160Luke 13:34 KJV “O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, which killest the prophets and 
stonest them that are sent unto thee, how often would I have gathered thy 
children together, as a hen doth gather her brood under her wings, and ye 
would not! “ 



as savior and followed him are his mother and brothers. 

Jesus wanted to save Jerusalem yet as they were a religious-led 
national Israel failing to adapt to the presence of the Lord and straying too 
far from the heart of God with formalism and legalism the correction given 
was to evolve beyond legalism to personalism and personal relationship 
to God as The Son of Man whom everyone could know personally. That 
wasn't a divorce; it was a consummation spiritually speaking of the 
relationship between mankind and God. It was always probably 
necessary for God to include all of humanity in the realm of His personal 
acquaintance through the Lord Jesus Christ-not simply via the 
introductory period of Jews in a nation following His laws amidst a planet 
full of pagan lunatics and killers in hot pursuit of capital. 

As one of the reasons given in support of a first century context for 
interpreting the Revelation Gentry gives the information that the futurist, 
dispensationalist way of interpreting the Revelation creates a persistent 
Christian despair about the present accompanied by a rationalization that 
this world is doomed and given over to the deux a machina of wickedness 
under the dark powers of evil and that Christians can look forward to the 
rapture taking them out of the society of despond. 161 One does not require 
a Christian eschatology that interprets the Revelation within a 
dispensationalist, futurist paradigm in order to have a pessimistic outlook 
on world events and life in general. 

Atheists often cite evil and wickedness in the world as reasons against 
the existence of God failing to recognize that in the unregenerate, spiritual 
dead human life, original sin predisposes human social behavior toward 
consumption rife with conflict. 


On the Tension between the Sensual and the Spiritual 

Evidently some contemporaries regard the consciousness as incapable 
of making decisions and believe instead the subconscious directs all 
willful acts. Atheists and possibly dictators ala Thomas Hobbes's 
Leviathan 162 would like that as a device for promoting a Satanic proxy to 
absolute power. I will be dismissive of that point of view, and just say that 
B.F. Skinner's 163 heirs went too far in relinquishing the rational power of

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thought, (see W.V.O. Quine's 'Two Dogmas of Empiricism 164 ' for a 
philosophical explanation of why the empiricist epistemology is not 
comprehensive and accurate.) 

Richard Baxter 165 has so many peers that were excellent Christian 
reformed writers like Thomas Watson 166 and Thomas Brooks 167 that I was 
a little put off initially by his style that is so full of 'directions'. Yet that first 
impression quickly disappeared as I learned about the personality of 
Richard Baxter and his personal experiences and methods of addressing 
the challenges of his day. His style is to my knowledge unique amidst the 
Christian theological writers; he might be a street-wise Christian 
sociologist writing to the saved and lost alike. He is more than that; the 
good conscious with good information writing the truth. 

Baxter may be regarded, I think, as a contemporary of the French 
rationalist philosopher Rene Descartes. Descartes's Meditations 168 treat 
of the mind from 'first principles'-a self awareness reflection of what might 
be known in mind itself-as if without learning and experience one might 
not be an idiot. Baxter treats the mind with a comparative dualism though- 
Cartesian dualism is a cliche sort of philosophical genre. Baxter has the 
mind or spirit in distinction to the 'sensitive' or sensual/sensing. I think that 
the sensitive is the body with its sensory nature. 

I would not make a large issue or over-stress the Baxter criteria of spirit 
vs sensitive, it is possibly the case that it is not a physical versus mental 
distinction that he intended to describe. It may be that it is simply a 
behavioral choice of how to use one's own existence. 

These are perennial issues. Sartre in Being and Nothingness continues 
Descartes's inquiries to describe all experience subjectively as mental 
experience. He does go so far as to include the body as a mental 
experience. Even if it is physical, subjective awareness of the body is 
completely mental. A brain dead individual has no more experience of the 
body than does a statue. 

So in a way, there are similar points in Baxter's and Sartre's 
epistemology-each regard the mind-body distinction as in fact two parts of 
one nature. One knows the animal or corporeal side with mind, even as 
the spiritual side is mind in-itself and self-cognition. In chapter eight 
section one of Ethics Baxter provides directions for the government of the 
senses. His point of view is comparable to that of Socrates regarding 
virtue as superior to sensuality. Baxter wrote that reason must govern the

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senses and that in the unsaved the senses tend to be prior to reason. He 
wrote that brutes are ruled by the senses and have no sense of guilt that 
must arise within reason for brutish behavior. His opinion is that 
sanctification occurs primarily within reason, and that with reason one 
must pursue heaven and things of God; subordinating the senses to 
reason so far as possible. 

Contemporary physics has several issues wherein the practical 
difference between and unobserved side is effectively no a meaningful 
question. Perhaps that pertains in the mind-body two-aspects of one 
nature renormalization too. One never experiences a body without a 
mind, though the mind does have a subconscious that influences and 
computes data for the conscious mind. Virtual reality and phenomenal 
spacetime experiences may be unique and have meaning as living things 
for-oneself that occur as events greater than the sum of the parts. People 
that are pure materialists might ask how material evolutions can generate 
spirit with incredulity while being aware of the limits to knowledge of mass 
and energy's ultimate origins (besides saying that it appears from a 
mysterious field out of nowhere that existed from eternity-and that seems 
like borrowing from Genesis) and that spirit too might be phenomenal, 
contingent and emergent. 

Gershner 169 wondered if man's spirit might not be phenomenal, since if it 
could not really be eternal in the same sense as God's, and it could not 
have coexisted forever like the trinity. If the mind or spirit is comparable to 
a computer operating system, one made by God yet unlike a computer 
actually a living spirit, it could be continued forever in one direction of 
eternity at least-like an infinite line originating at a Cartesian point location 
0 , 0 . 

Richard Baxter writes thousands of lines of good, practical advice and 
directions about how the spiritual should overcome, with the grace of the 
Holy Spirit, the sensitive and its predisposition to sin. If the mind-body 
problem is not so much a dualism of substances and is more of a 
circumstance of a unified mind with a sensitive corporeal extension as 
body that is known with mind/spirit, is it easy to understand Paul's 
paradigm of sin persisting through the sensitive (body) even as he was 
being spiritually sanctified .' 

Gershner talked about the spirit going directly to heaven at death, yet the 
new and improved, fit-for-eternity body is not returned to unification with 
the spirit until the Day of Judgment. I believe that the body at that time will 
lack the capability of having characteristics of sensations that God would 
regard as sin. Though heaven will be a joyful experience forever for 
worshiping God, it is probably not a place where one would worry about 
mind-body dualism.

Since I am commenting on Baxter and society then and now via 
Schopenhauer 170 , I will add that Schopenhauer and Nietzsche are equally 
alien to the Nazi Universe. The Nazis were pure animals devoid of spirit. 
Hitler's fascism was that of plain self-interest assertive tribalism; another 
ancient social mode. In a purely thermodynamic mode the animal and 
tribe consumes the lives of others. 

Nietzsche wrote a book titled appropriately to the era Twilight of the 
Idols 171 '. That title was apropos for Nietzsche and Schopenhauer's 
affectation with Zarathustra 172 and ancient religion. Each philosopher was 
of the last of the west associated with ancient eastern faiths. Nietzsche 
evidently included Christianity in the genre of ancient religions in twilight 
too. Fred Nietzsche foresaw a world arising not unlike Schopenhauer's 
evil Universe (Schopenhauer was a pessimist and thought the Universe 
was misbegotten and ruled by a demi-urge) where evil animal spirits 
would dominate all of society as supermen. 

While the ancient religions of the east were dying and scientific atheism 
was growing in the west, a parallel reactive populism of romanticism. 
Escapism and faithlessness appeared' then and now. Faithless eras tend 
toward submergence and transmogrification of faith in populism, 
irrationality and imperialism. The breakdown of social morality leads into 
imperialism or other forms of authoritarianism as personal boundaries, 
social borders and extreme libertinism permits elites to rule with prima 
facie benevolence from a financial distance with concentrated wealth and 
Universalism. 

Christianity is true, and the open door to God through the Son. Baxter 
recognizes and replies to numerous problems of unbelief and reasons 
with readers about them. If Nietzsche and Schopenhauer lived in the 
twilight of the Gods era, Americans and Europeans live in Elton John's 
song 'Levon 173 ' 'N. Y. Times said God is dead' era. 

A popular video game of Laura Croft's 'Tomb Raider 174 ' series has 'the 
Trinity' as the evil organization seeking takeover of the world. Another 
very popular video game named 'Halo' 175 has 'the Covenant' as the evil 
alien organization seeking to rule the galaxy. Millions of kids play those 
games and become conditioned to terms such as 'the trinity' and 'the 
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covenant' being evil before President Obama and the U.S. Supreme 
Court established homosexual marriage in law 176 . 

Modern man has built several institutional biases against Christianity 
today that make it difficult for pastors and theologians to enable faith and 
belief to appear amidst to lost secularists given over to scientifically 
cultured animal spiritlessness. 

It is a reactionary animal status with recurrent attitudes against spirit. It is 
irrational materialism motivated by physics and quantum energy. It is 
matter with transformative equivalence into energy. It yields itself to 
quantum phenomena and monads as infinite small mathematical points 
overcome with quantum nominalism. Society is spiritually destroyed and a 
supermen like Olympian Bruce Jenner is transformed into a bride of 
Frankenstein toy representing nothing more than bulk mass with mind not 
mattering. Social management, individuals and society are 
depersonalized as quantum phenomena. It is a mass disaster looking for 
a place to happen. 

I think that evolution theory has inspired many people take up a skeptical 
world view. Atheist phenomenalism and randomicity theory as 
philosophical views of the world with nothing besides personal egoism 
meaningful. It is paradoxic that ego and mind are meaningless and self- 
negating in that empiricist-behaviorist-Dewian 177 paradigm. Necessarily 
disregarded are deterministic factors of physics. Featured is quantum 
uncertainty while disregarded is the possibility that quantum uncertainty is 
simply a packing mechanism for one-dimensional or very small quanta 
that are not in space-time scales large enough to be measured in a 
steady-state-determined field. That does not mean that the quanta are 
themselves indeterministic phenomenally speaking. 

In considering the nature of mind and its place in nature they assume an 
evolutionary paradigm begging the point of a history of being emergent in 
an expansive Higgs field arisen to sentience that is self-standing and 
necessarily finite if the theory is to have any semblance of credibility as a 
scientific explanation of a self-standing and sufficiently explained nature. 
That point of view reached formal recognition of indeterminacy and the 
observationally paradoxical role of the observer in collapsing the wave- 
function state of indeterminacy to determined early in the 20 th century 
beginning with the work of Pauli and Pleisenberg. 

Subjectivity and the Schrodinger Wave are challenging to pin down 
epistemologically speaking. Plere are my thoughts on the topic. 

The wave-function could be a state of mind, of subjective experience, yet 
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it might be a problem of the criterion, that is within an Everettian 178 
interpretation mind or experience moves through a multidimensional 
matrix. I think that is not entirely inconsistent with the Copenhagen 
interpretation 179 epistemology viewing matter and energy through a glass 
darkly with partial certainty. 

Wave-particle superposition is a paradigm of contemporary thought 
about how the quantum fields exist that could be inaccurate, so the 
Copenhagen paradigm could be incapable of determining what's what 
though useful in the standard model field for working with matter. That 
would comprise a philosophical and pragmatic difference of depth. 

There are innumerable forms the fundamental field could be in to allow 
the appearance of quanta and space-time to exist along with faster-than- 
light distance interval transcendence. People naturally think of circles and 
spherical packing with a unitary field shaking or vibrating to emit one¬ 
dimensional membranes building up to large quanta. All that minimalist 
quanta remains tied into the unitary field and might be regarded as 
complex illusions that are yet real for building up to a level where self- 
awareness occurs experiencing the steady state temporal field as real. 
Transcending experimentally to deeper micro levels through space-time 
to forms of quanta outside of time individually as quanta may let 
innumerable relativity breaking phenomenal observations to occur. 

Continuing with converging issues of epistemology and ethics of sentient 
beingness. With some reading of Ethics I formed an opinion that Baxter 
writes like a scholastic theologian such as Aquinas, except his theology is 
limited to Barth's criterion of theology being strictly scripture based. 

Baxter reasons and develops points rather methodically including proofs 
for the existence of God, yet these points in his writing to graceless 
unconverted sinners are not of a dry, academic style. They are practical, 
polished pedagogic prose understandable to anyone literate. 

There are four primary texts comprising the Practical Works of Richard 
Baxter. They are Ethics, Economics, Ecclesiastics, and Politics. The first; 
Ethics, is on my Nook book 3500 pages. Of course with a lesser type font 
size it may be reduced to a thousand pages. The original 1825 edition is 
of about 526 pages I seem to recall. 

Baxter's advertisement at the start of his work where we learn that he 
was forbidden by law to preach is a qualification and explanation for the 
form and history of development of the work. It is a remarkable piece in- 
itself. Baxter wrote the four part book in 1664-1665, though he wrote far 
more on contiguous matters that were not completed before his death. 

G.W.F. Hegel wrote a vast tome named 'The Phenomenology of Mind™ 0 
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that is essentially a work of post-millennialism with God realizing his 
purpose in history. Most believe that Hegel meant that God was in the 
process of emerging as-himself in history, yet in the Messianic tradition 
and teleology in history that one encounters in Holy Scripture one finds 
sufficient material to recognize that Hegel could have interpreted the 
meaning of scripture in a post-millennial way. 

Jesus Christ brought the kingdom of God to-the-world for those that are 
saved by grace. The kingdom of God is within you the Lord said, and the 
increase of the numbers of the elect in the kingdom of God would 
increase to become a majority of the existential population at some point 
in the future. As the church is the bride of Christ and as as the saved 
have God living within their hearts it is reasonable to say that God is 
realizing himself in history, though not coming into existence in history. 
God preceded in existence any possible Universe, however it is 
reasonable with Hegel to think that God eventually emerges through 
history as the chaff of materiality fades away. 


Consequences of Divergence 

Satan seems to be having an easy time of slowly taking over the 
Christian Church in America. A ministry that must stand in opposition to 
the validity of scientific knowledge to reinforce its own ignorance will have 
difficulty in keeping Christian numbers up. They should instead respond 
positively to scientific and social challenges; to demographic and 
technical changes. The truth of the Bible is being discerned and is well 
capable of providing insight in this era equal to those of prior eras. 
Christian numbers need not decrease in the U.S.A. as they have in 
Europe. 

It is normal enough for corrupt worldliness in Hollywood, government and 
politics to pressurize Christians as political opponents, yet Christian 
ministers have largely failed to be accurate in preaching three Christian 
points that are salient features of the church. They are wrong on creation 
theory, wrong on end times theory, and wrong about church leadership; a 
priesthood of believers is needed, as Luther recognized 181 , instead of a 
temple era style hierarchical priesthood. 

Too many Christian ministers won't step out of their own personal 
comfort and security zone to reform the Protestant church. If they would 
relearn eschatology and deeper theology, cosmology and Spirit they 
might find the truth regarding teleological mechanics comprising 
cosmology. In a priesthood of believers church structure there would still 
be room for star sermonizing at Wednesday night church meetings, yet 
Sunday should be for the egalitarian priesthood of the laity. Since the

heirs of the reformers are unwilling to be reformers, they hold the door 
open to worldliness moving in to take over the church. Their wrong end 
times eschatology expecting doom to happen soon greases the skids of 
moving the satanic idol into the external church representation of the 
temple of God. 

Conclusion 

Christian scholarship reached a peak in the 15 th and 16 th centuries with 
the Protestant Reformation and the rise of the printing press with its 
profusion of book distributions increasing steadily. There was as well a 
rising tide of secular intellectual distractions for many people. Though 
Aristarchus had developed heliocentric theory in late ancient Greece, it 
wasn't until Johannes Kepler 182 supported Copernicus' heliocentric model 
with astronomical observation that a revolution in cosmological thought 
struck a Europe experiencing renaissance. Though there was a steady 
increase of empirical knowledge it was not until Charles Darwin's 19 th 
century publication of The Origin of the Species and Wegener's plate 
tectonic geology theory 183 that the fundamental intellectual and 
philosophical parameters regarding natural philosophy took a populist 
collision course with Christian creation and cosmology ideas. Another 
Catholic priest; Gregory Mendel 184 , discovered fundamentals of genetic 
selection. 

Scientific studies of the world steadily increased while Christian creation 
and cosmology world-view credibility steadily decreased. It did not help 
the Christian positions that theologians and conservatives tended to take 
an all or nothing attitude that scientific theory of creation and cosmology 
could not be true concurrently with Christian creation and cosmology 
theory. Theologians were not up to the challenge of reinterpreting or 
reconciling Genesis with contemporary scientific insight while remaining 
true to the Bible. The Apostle Paul's ideas about reality were not anti¬ 
science, they were simply pro-God and pro-faith. 

The fundamental problem with post-Darwinist theologians was the lack 
of scientific and philosophical skills of Christian theologians who defended 
their position from scientifically incorrect positions closer to voodoo than 
science. The fact that political reforms from Christian criteria toward 
empirical and atheist perspectives were reinforced by factual 
observations of astrophysics of space. Innumerable applications of 
science in economics and engineering syntegrated scientific theory with 
social and economic practice. The world economy and population to a

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certain extent became sustained by scientific method for food and health, 
vaccination against lethal diseases and so forth. 

I have shown in this thesis that a convergence of Christian creation 
theory and cosmology with that of scientific facts is reasonable without 
damaging or comprising principles of science, faith or the veracity of the 
Bible. Scientists almost never study theology; if they did it is not unlikely 
they would find an implicit academic wall demarcating science and its 
world view from that of Bible creation world-views. With intellectual 
specialization maybe it is easier for a career homeless philosopher to 
accomplish sufficient general reading in science and theology to arrive at 
a correct convergence of perspectives than for commercial careerists in 
religion or science. 

The temporal Universe is an instant in God's eternity, as would be a 
Multiverse with threads of space-time entirely contingent and not rising 
even unto the level of being of ancillary status in the kingdom of God. A 
Universe is a place where people may live. Science may study it without 
damaging faith. Faith may encounter the manifest Universe with the tools 
of science and know that it is God's creation.
